Keith Johnson (Kaw), Ronnie Tichenor 
(Suz) and Earl May (Kaw) won the three 
‘Pro classes at the third round of the 
'Winter-AMA MX Series, held on Janu- 
ary 22 in Dade City, Florida. Johnson 
topped Tichenor to win the 125cc Pro 
class with Tichenor beating Johnson in 
°250/500cc Pro class. Jeff Curry (Suz) 
was third in the 125cc division while 
Brian McElroy (Yam) took the final 
podium spot in the 250/500cc class. 
May beat Mike Andrews (Suz) and 
Kurt McMillan (Suz) in winning the Vet 
‘Pro class. 


Casey Johnson (Kaw) and Doug 
‘Dubach (Yam) topped the 125cc and 
250cc Pro standings, respectively, dur- 
ing round two of the GFI Winter Series 
at Glen Helen Raceway in San Bernardi- 
no, California, on January 22. Johnson 
rode to 1-1 moto scores for the 125cc Pro 
win over Dubach and Mike Young 
(Yam), while Dubach’s 3-2 moto finishes 
were good enough for the 250cc Pro win 
over Takeshi Koikada (Yam) and Billy 
Joe Mercier (Yam). Terry Fowler (Hon) 
won the 500cc Pro class. 


Four-time National Hare & Hound 
‘Champion Danny Hamel (Kaw) kicked 
ioff the ‘95 National off-road season with 
a predictable win at the National H&H 
in Lucerne, California, on January 22. 
There is hope for a points battle, howev- 
‘er, as Ty Davis (Kaw) gave the champ a 
‘run for his money, staying close and 
eventually finishing approximately one 
minute back in second. Thumper rider 
‘Jeff Capt (Hon) was third, with Paul 
‘Krause (Kaw) fourth and Dan Richard- 
‘son (Hon) fifth. 


The Best in the Desert Series was kicked 
off on January 21 with the Oasis Grand 
Prix in Mesquite, Nevada. Ty Davis 
(Kaw) earned the win, with Danny 
Hamel (Kaw) finishing second. Scot 
Harden (KTM) worked his. way up to 
third, with Destry Abbott (Kaw) and 
kanl Krause (Kaw) completing the top 
ve. 


Scott Plessinger (KTM) won round five 
of the AMA Mid-South Winter Hare 
Scrambles Series at the Lynville City 
Park in Lynville, Indiana, on January 22. 
Duane Conner (Yam) finished in the 
runner-up slot. Mike Sampson (Yam) 
was third. 


Kyle Lewis (Yam) topped Ray Crumb 
(Hon) and Shaun Perolio (Kaw) to win 
the Ultracross main event at the opening 
round of the Mickey Thompson Stadi- 
um Off Road Racing Series, held at Ana- 
heim Stadium in Anaheim, California, 
on January 21. 


Road racer Jimmy Filice will race a 
| Padgetts Yamaha in the 1995 500cc 
World Championship after coming to 
an agreement with the English team. 
Filice will ride a Harris-framed YZR500 
with a big-bang motor, essentially an 
updated version of the bike John 
Reynolds rode to 14th in last year’s 
500cc World Championship. The news 
of Filice’s deal with Padgetts comes on 
the heels of an earlier press release 
which had the Californian riding for 
Erion Racing in the 1995 AMA 600cc 
Supersport Series. “The opportunity 
came up to ride a 500 for Padgett and 
racing a 500 is something I’ve always 
wanted to do,” Filice said on Monday, 
January 23. “I’ve worked towards doing 
a full Grand Prix season for a long time, 
and I couldn't pass it up. I’ve spoken 
with Kevin (Erion) and I feel bad for 
both him and Honda that this has hap- 
pened - but it’s something I had to do 


for my career. GP racing is the ultimate, 
and I just couldn’t pass it up.” 


According to a press release issued by 
the Marlboro Sports Data System, the 
Yamaha Motor Co. in Iwata, Japan, has 
announced that they have signed a new 
agreement with Team Roberts that will 
see the pair continue in their partner- 
ship. Yamaha and Team Roberts have 
been racing in close collaboration since 
1990 and have won four World Champi- 
onships. “I’ve been racing with Yamaha 
for more than 25 years,” team owner 
Kenny Roberts said. “And I am very 
pleased with the new renewed interest 
shown by Yamaha toward the 500cc 
class and look forward to an even closer 
relationship for the 1995 season and for 
the foreseeable future. With the growing 
interest in 500cc Grand Prix racing 
around the world, with television audi- 
ences getting bigger all the time and 
new markets opening for motorcycles 
and associated products, it makes sense 
for Yamaha to take a leading role. I 
strongly believe that if the demand con- 
tinues to grow, they will consider to 
look seriously at building very high- 
specification production racers to add 
still more interest and excitement to the 
Grand Prix series.” 


The Los Angeles Grand Prix has taken 
on a new name for 1995 - the L.A. 
Motorcycle Weekend. The event will 
feature an AMA Grand National Dirt 
Track on Saturday night, April 1 and an 
AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship race on Sunday, April 2, with 
both being held at the Pomona Fairplex 
in Pomona, California. “We’ve made a 
number of improvements to the 2.1-mile 
Fairplex road course,” Race West Pro- 
ductions, Inc.’s Bill Marcel said. “Cer- 
tain sections of the track have been 
repaved to eliminate bumps, part of the 
course has been reconfigured for addi- 
tional rider safety and two new bridges 
are being installed for easy spectator 
access.” For more information call 
714/632-7070. 


The BEARS (British/European/Ameri- 
can Racing Series) World Series will fea- 
ture six rounds in its debut season in 
1995. The BEARS World Series will 
kick off at Daytona International Speed- 
way on March 6-7 before heading to 
Europe for rounds at Monza in Italy 
(April 1-2); Thruxton in England (July 1- 
2); Zeltweg in Austria (July 22-23); 
Assen in Holland (August 19-20) and 
Frohburg in Germany (September 9-10). 
Only the German round is in question 
as it awaits final confirmation. The tech- 
nical rules for BEARS racing is rather 
simple and straightforward: Neither the 
chassis nor the engine my be of com- 
mercially available Japanese manufac- 
ture; maximum number of cylinders is 
three; only four-strokes or rotary 
engines are permitted; and no four- 
valve desmo cylinder heads. Two- 
strokes, supercharging and turbocharg- 
ing are also illegal. For more

According to World Superbike Champi- ` 


onship promoter Maurizio Flammini, 
the FIM has altered the technical regula- 
tions for the new Thunderbike class 
which will run at certain World Cham- 
pionship Grand Prix events in 1995. 
“We are quite happy about the way the 
FIM have revised the original technical 
regulations for the new Thunderbike 
class,” Flammini said at a hastily orga- 
nized press conference attended by 
Cycle News contributor Johan Vandeck- 
erckhove. “At first, the regulations were 
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Factory Superbike 
teams to back AMA | 


E ven though the North American Super Bike Series (NASB) has produced a sched- 








ule that features a number of the more established and successful venues of previ- 

ous AMA Superbike National Championships, the factory-backed superbike 
teams have made a commitment to the AMA and its 10-race schedule which is expect- 
ed to be released on February 1. 

On Friday, January 20, the AMA issued a press release stating that an AMA Super- 
bike National Championship round will be held at Indianapolis Raceway Park in Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana, on June 4 - the same day as the NASB race scheduled for Mid-Ohio, 
the one event that has attracted the biggest crowds of the AMA season in recent years. 

The release triggered the following response from NASB's Pat Murphy, the partner 
of NASB founder Roger Edmondson: “We learned today that the AMA has scheduled 
a race at International Raceway Park that is in direct conflict with the NASB race at 
Mid-Ohio. Mid-Ohio has been one of the premier events in motorcycle road racing for 
as long as I’ve been involved in the sport. For the AMA to willfully deprive fans, teams 
and sponsors from the opportunity of participating in a Mid-Ohio event shows that 
their agenda is to protect their own interests and not the interest of the sport.” 

Tom Mueller, the president of AMA Pro Racing, said the association didn’t have a 
choice of dates at the facility, and that the AMA Superbike National will run in conjunc- 
tion with an AMA ProStar drag race already scheduled for June 3-4: “I want to make 
one thing clear,” Mueller said. “There were no other dates at IRP. Keith Kizer (the 
owner of ProStar) came forward with his date and it was just a coincidence that it was 
June 4. We didn’t go for that date; it was the only one that was available. We didn’t do it 
to step on anybody’s toes and we have no ill will towards the folks at Mid-Ohio.” 

Edmondson sees things differently. Recently thwarted in his attempts to initiate 
some sort of “peace offering that the manufacturers asked for,” Edmondson sees the 
date conflict as “clearly a calculated move to put pressure on all involved.” 

The teams contacted immediately following the AMA’s announcement were in 
agreement as to where their allegiance had been pledged. 

“We will be at Raceway Park,” Smokin’ Joe’s Racing team owner Martin Adams 
said when asked where his Honda-backed team would compete come June 4. “Without 
a doubt.” 

Others contacted prior to deadline concurred with Adams: “The Yosh team 
(Yoshimura Suzuki) will be at all AMA events in 1995,” said Mel Harris, Suzuki's 
director of marketing and an AMA Board of Trustees member. “We had all (the major 
manufacturers) sent letters to the promoters telling them that we support the AMA. 
We sent those letters long before this turned into such a mess. They still don’t seem to 
believe that.” 

“We will definitely be at IRP if it comes down to that,” Vance & Hines team owner 
Terry Vance said. “I think everybody will be. We have no choice. We'll definitely be at 
the AMA race.” 

The one team owner who wavered at giving his all-out support for the AMA series 
was Muzzy Kawasaki's Rob Muzzy: “I can't answer that,” he said from his shop in 
Bend, Oregon. “Presuming the AMA has a full schedule, we would compete for the 
AMA Championship. I guess that does answer it. Sitting here it’s not that easy to say - 
it just depends on the AMA’s program. I’ve stayed out of this whole thing. Some of the 
promoters Roger has are some of our best promoters. I feel bad walking away from 
that. But, on the other hand, we have to race where the others race or we lose a champi- 
onship. I hate to see a power struggle like this, but where all the other manufacturers 
end up going is where we will end up going.” 

As for Fast By Ferracci Ducati - they'll go where the competition is, according to 
team manager Larry Ferracci: “We're racing for a championship, wherever that may 
be. We can’t win anything unless we beat Kawasaki, and Kawasaki can’t win anything 
unless they beat Ducati. Unless Roger Edmondson is putting on an AMA Champi- 
onship race, there’s really no option. The manufacturers want to win championships, 
and we're no different. We have to bring home a trophy of some sort. But we need to 
have a schedule soon. Logistically, this is a disaster.” 

There are other parties involved other than the race teams, but it seems the AMA 
has a commitment from them as well. Dunlop’s Jim Allen says the number-one tire 
supplier in U.S. road racing will be at the AMA races: “Dunlop's service would be at 
Indianapolis Raceway Park,” Allen said. “Even though we have sponsored the Mid- 
Ohio event, they know we are supporting the AMA events. We have a meeting with 
Mid-Ohio on January 24 to talk about the event, but in theory we don’t have a contract 
with Mid-Ohio because we are contracted to sponsor an AMA race, not a NASB event.” 

And what about contingency programs - the key to the success of any Supersport- 
racing series. “We were asked about contingency,” Allen said. “But we have written 
them (NASB) a letter stating that Dunlop will not be posting any contingency in NASB 
events this year.” 

The one race that could throw a wrench into the team’s plans to not race with NASB 
is the opening round of the series, scheduled at Daytona International Speedway a 
week prior to the Daytona 200. Although both Adams and Vance said that their U.S.- 
based teams would definitely not compete, Muzzy said his hands would be tied if the 
others - including Yamaha and Ducati’s World Superbike effort - did use the NASB 
race to gain extra testing time at the famed Daytona Beach, Florida, venue. “We are try- 


ing to make a final decision right now as to Daytona,” Muzzy said. “What the others” 


are doing definitely plays into my decision. If one of the others run it, it would give 
them an advantage and we can’t afford to give them any advantages. We have to make 
a decision and I expect that to come very shortly.” 

It remains to be seen whether or not the promoters who have committed to backing 
Edmondson and his new series will jump back into the AMA fold. Up to this point, the 
promoters (namely the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course, Brainerd International Raceway, 
Phoenix International Raceway, and Road America) have said no - but that was with 
the belief that Edmondson would indeed attract the major teams to participate with 
NASB. 
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very similar to the Supersport rules, 
allowing also 750cc twins to take part in 
the series. However, the first two years 
will be regarded as a trial period. The 
technical rules can change in that peri- 
od, and for instance include the use of 
prototypes. Most worrying about the 
whole story is the fact that the decision- 
makers in Grand Prix have betrayed the 
basic concept of their race series. Until 
now, the GP was reserved for proto- 
types only; at the Grand Prix you could 
see the bikes with the most advanced 
technology. The new standard class will 
only bring about confusion with the 
spectators. And in that case, it is the 
sport in general that will suffer from 
this. We have promoted the World 
Superbike Championship the last six 
years, and we have never deviated from 
the principle that the bikes in our racing 
categories had to be homologated street 
bikes. We are not against a four-stroke 
category-in.Grand Prix, but then it 
should be restricted to prototypes only.” 


Flammini also announced at the press 
conference that his World Superbike 
Championship will by sponsored by 
Ford and Sarema as well as by newcom- 
ers Agip and Foxhound. Flammini also 
said that prize money will be increased 
for his series in the next three years: In 
1995, $3 million will be spent (39 percent 
of which is prize money, 21 percent is 
start money, and 40 percent is travel 
money). In 1996, Flammini says the 
money will go up to $3.5 million with 
the amount reaching $4 million in 1997. 


Lucky Strike Suzuki’s Daryl Beattie and 
the Marlboro Yamaha team of Luca 
Cadalora and Norifumi Abe recently 
completed testing at the Eastern Creek 
circuit near Sydney in Australia, reports 
Cycle News contributor Bernie McGuire. 
“The testing progressed well and I feel 
comfortable now on the bike,” said Beat- 
tie, who did the testing on the new 
Suzuki by himself after Kevin Schwantz 
suffered a hand injury during a crash on 
January 5 at Phillip Island. “My foot is a 
bit sore but it’s getting better. I have 
some bruising from being on the bike 
and using the footpeg, but I have been 
able to keep going and overall it’s get- 
ting better.” Beattie lapped the 2.41-mile 
race track in an unofficial best time of 
1:32.6; the Aussie qualified seventh for 
last year’s Australian GP with a 1:31.603 
on the Marlboro Yamaha. 


Luca Cadalora seemed more relaxed 
than last year during the test session, 
reports McGuire. “I am a lot happier 
now than I was last year, for sure,” 
Cadalora said. We have the new bikes, 
with new chassis, new swingarm and 
various improvements to the engine. 
Everything went well and I’m looking 
forward to the season which I think will 
be my best chance of winning the cham- 
pionship.” Cadalora was the quickest of 
the three testers at Eastern Creek, com- 
pleting the best of his some 250 laps in 
1:32.1 - well off Michael Doohan’s lap 
record of 1:31.41. Randy Mamola, the 
full-time test rider for the Marlboro 
Yamaha team, was also present at the 
test. The team is scheduled to test next 
in Malaysia in early February. 


Actor Tom Arnold, who is best known 
mostly for being the ex-husband of 
Roseanne Barr, hosted a kick-off party 
for the “Planet Hollywood Ride For Chil- 
dren” January 22 at Planet Hollywood in 
Costa Mesa, California. The actual ride 
will be held on February 11 and will take 
participants from Planet Hollywood in 
Costa Mesa to the new Planet Hollywood 
in San Diego, California.

According to a press release from 
WERA, the 1995 WERA 125cc Grand 
Prix Series will be backed by Moto Lib- 
erty and will be called the Moto Liberty 
125cc Grand Prix Series. “Sam 
Yamashita’s Moto Liberty sponsored the 
WERA 125cc GP class in 1992,” WERA’s 
Brenda Taylor said. “That was the first 
year the 125cc GP bikes gained status as 
a National Championship class. It is 
doubtful that the 125s would have the 
prominence they do today without 
Moto Liberty’s involvement in 1992.” 


Sport Rider magazine’s Lance Holst set 
a new motorcycle lap record at Willow 
Springs Raceway in Rosamond, Califor- 
nia, on January 15, riding the Dutchman 
Racing Yamaha YZF1000 around the 
recently repaved circuit in 1:24.41. “It 
was effortless,” Holst said. “The bike 
was so good.” 


Dan Murphy, president of FAST and 
the promoter of the World Superbike 
Championship round scheduled to run 
at Laguna Seca Raceway in Monterey, 
California, on July 21-23, stopped by 
the Cycle News offices recently to fill us 
in on some of his plans for the event. 
Murphy said he has responded to 
many of the complaints from specta- 
tors who have attended past editions 


of the Grand Prix at Laguna Seca and . 


has made plans to reduce camping 
costs up to 50 percent; give unlimited 
pit access to those purchasing the 
proper tickets; and will offer more rac- 
ing via 600cc Supersport, Harley- 
Davidson SuperTwins and 125cc 
Grand Prix exhibition races. “Our goal 
is to give the fans a lot more value than 
they are used to.” 


The state of California has gained a two- 
year reprieve from having drastic air 
quality controls, governing virtually all 
emissions sources, imposed on it, 
according to the Motorcycle Industry 
Council (MIC). MIC reports that the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
and Californian environmental groups 
have agreed to a settlement of the clean 
air dispute. Under the agreement, 
signed on January 13, the effective date 
of the stringent Federal air quality plan 
would be med for two years. EPA 
drafted the Federal Implementation 
Plan, or FIP, when the courts, two years 
ago, ruled that state and local efforts did 
not bring California into compliance 
with Clean Air Act standards. That plan 
would have gone into effect on February 
14. 


Road racer Scott Zampach will race a 
Harley-Davidson VR1000 in the 1995 
Superbike National Championship, in 
addition to racing in the SuperTwins 
class on an 883. “I’m pretty excited,” 
Zampach said. “I’ve been training really 
hard and racing in some motécross.” 
Zampach will be backed by the Carolina 
Harley-Davidson Dealers’ Association 
along with longtime sponsor Tilley’s 


Harley-Davidson, and the bikes will be 
prepped by Harley guru Don Tilley. 


Robert Fearnall of Donington Park, the ` 


promoter of the British Grand Prix and 
World Superbike rounds, has been 
installed as the President of the 
reformed Race izers and Promot- 
ers Association (ROPA), a body that 
faded away when Dorna/TWP took 
control of Grand Prix road racing. And, 
according to contributor Julian Ryder, 
he’s not overly impressed with the pro- 
posed new Thunderbike class that will 
run in conjunction with several GPs in 
1996. According to Fearnall, tracks must 
now open on the Thursday of each GP 
instead of Fridays to accommodate the 
Thunderbikes. In addition, the Thunder- 
bikes will run after the 125s and before 
the Sidecar GP and no other support 
races will be allowed. Last year the 
inaugural Triumph Speed Triple race 
was held at the British GP along with a 
National Superbike event, and those 
two events were largely credited with 
bringing fans back in respectable num- 
bers. Fearnell also says the Thursday 
start poses a problem in regard to vol- 
unteer marshals, medics and others, as 
well as adding an extra $35,000 to the 
cost of an event which already loses 
money. Fearnell has informed Dorna 
that the new schedule is unacceptable. 
Fearnell has also announced that the 
day after the World Superbike round at 
Donington (May 27), there will be a 
Superbike Shootout with a purse of 
$40,000. 


According to Bill “Big Time” Spencer, 
negotiations between H.E. Murrell and 
the Santa Clara County Fair Board have 
halted and it appears that there is little 
chance for a San Jose Mile in 1995. 


Chuck Goodwin, 86, died on January 15 
in Stone Mountain, Georgia. Goodwin is 
best known for his association with two- 
time Daytona 200 winner Billy Math- 
ews, whom Goodwin sponsored on a 
Norton T-500 short tracker in 1949, 
Goodwin was also a Norton, Triumph, 
BSA and Vincent dealer in Gary, Indi- 
ana in the late 1940s. 


Dunlop Tire Corporation has 
announced that its manufacturing facil- 
ity in Kobe, Japan, suffered severe 
damage in the January 16 earthquake. 
“The damage varies from department 
to department,” said Dunlop vice presi- 
dent of marketing, Pat Logue. “An 
assessment of the damage is presently 
underway...Since tire manufacturing is 
a continuous process, part of the dam- 
age assessment process is to determine 
if tire production capabilities are still 
possible.” Products sourced by Dunlop 
USA out of Kobe are select motorcycle 
tires, industrial tires and go-kart tires. 
Damage assessment will include future 
manufacturing capabilities in those 
areas. In addition to the manufacturing 
facility, the Kobe production complex 
includes a technical center and a head- 
quarters building. At this point, there is 
no indication of any loss of life at any 
of the three sites. Logue said the head- 
quarters building was not severely 
damaged. However, the technical cen- 
ter suffered heavy damages; the total 
extent of which is not known. “We are 
currently reviewing all production 
alternatives including Kobe and the 
rest of the worldwide organization,” 
added Logue. Dunlop operates two 
plants in the U.S. The Huntsville, 
Alabama, plant manufactures passen- 
ger radial tires and the Tonawanda, 
New York, plant produces a variety of 
tires, including motorcycle, passenger, 








light truck and medium truck tires. 
“There will be no immediate impact on 
the majority of operations in the U.S. 
As stated previously, alternative sourc- 
ing avenues are currently being 
explored,” said Logue. 


Kawasaki’s motocross team has picked 
up another team sponsor for the1995 
season. Mike Kiedrowski, Mike LaRoc- 
co and Robbie Reynard are all running 
Wiseco pistons in their factory 
Kawasakis. Team Yamaha also uses the 
pistons, as do several shop teams. 


Jeff Glass, the pioneer of outside spon- 
sorships in motocross and supercross, is 
“semi-retiring” from racing. He will 
continue to be backed by Surf detergent 
and Dos Equis beer for the ‘95 season, 
but will only participate in selected 
National and Supercross races. He will 
defend his 30+ National Championship 
at Loretta Lynn’s. Glass is currently in 
production on a sports show with ESPN 
and Motoworld. He will be in Anaheim, 
California, in February, filming the pre- 
miere show with extreme snowboard- 
er/motocrosser Shawn Palmer and 
mountain biker/former National MX 
and Supercross Champion Johnny 
O'Mara. Glass has also been using his 
talent for sponsorship procurement in 
the capacity of sponsorship mediator for 
the Barracuda/Dos Equis mountain bike 
team. He has also been acting in a few 
movies, scheduled for release in late fall 
of ‘95. 


Dirt tracker Rich King and sponsor 
George Garvis will team up to compete 
in the entire 1995 AMA Grand National 
Dirt Track Series, riding Garvis Honda 
RS600s and 750s. King rode the Garvis 
bikes in only 13 events last year, and fin- 
ished 11th in the point standings. 


Southern California local pro MXer 
Chris Murphy recently took a hard 
practice crash, in which he suffered a 
compound fracture to his femur, a bro- 
ken wrist, torn ligaments in his shoul- 
der, a broken rib and a punctured lung. 
Murphy was hospitalized for eight days 
and is now recovering at home, but 
hopes to be racing by summer. 


Australian road racer Scott Doohan has 
announced his retirement. The 31-year- 
old Queenslander initially agreed to 
terms in December to ride with the team, 
but he has since changed his mind. 
“After talking it through with my wife, 
and taking into consideration my crash 
in the U.S. last September, I’ve decided 
to call it a day,” Doohan told Australian 
Motorcycle News. “I’ve had a great time 
racing, and I think I’ve achieved a lot. 
But the time has come for me to concen- 
trate on my family and my job as a 
builder.” Doohan crashed in the final 
round of the AMA Superbike National 
Championship at Road Atlanta, sus- 
tained a compound fracture to his left 
arm and head injuries which required 
him to be placed in a medically induced 
coma. “The crash really brought home 
how dangerous racing can be,” Doohan 
said. “Although my injures are coming 
along fine, at 31, I think it’s not a bad 
time to be getting out.” 


Two-time World Champion Barry 
Sheene has been appointed Chief Exec- 
utive Officer of the organizing commit- 
tee for the March running of the Aus- 
tralian Grand Prix. Sheene will also be 
featured in advertising for the event and 
will advise the International Manage- 
ment Group (IMG) on all aspects of race 
detail.

U.S. Supercross Series

MINNEAPOLIS, MN, JAN. 21 


I’m looking California, 
And feeling Minnesota. 


he weather outside was frightful, 

but within the cozy confines of 

the Metrodome, the climate was 

more reminiscent of typical con- 
ditions back home for Southern Califor- 
nians Jeremy McGrath and Damon 
Huffman. And the action called to mind 
images of last year’s racing, as the “Min- 
nesota Twins” once again romped to 
convincing wins in their respective 
classes. McGrath and Huffman are still 
the only riders to have won supercross 
mains in the facility - though this was 
admittedly only the second such event 
hosted by the Twin Cities. 

McGrath's victory was the more 
dominant, as the defending champ was 
never headed in backing up his series- 
opening win of seven days earlier. The 
Team Honda/1-800-Collect pilot put his

Skip Norfolk-tuned CR250 into turn one 
ahead of the pack, and that’s where it 
stayed for 20 laps - despite the fact that 
Mike LaRocco had enjoyed a rare strong 
getaway. Last year’s top two riders cir- 
culated the first lap in close formation, 
hinting at a much-anticipated show- 
down. But it was not to be. McGrath 
simply rode away from everyone, actu- 
ally lapping up to sixth place before the 
checkered flag put a merciful end to the 
rout.

Round 2: Hubert H. Humphrey Metrodome 








“I love it,” said the 24-year-old from 
Murrieta, California. “That’s what I’m 
here for...I’m in better shape now than 
I’ve ever been, and I’m looking forward 
to Anaheim, my favorite track.” 

No doubt, but McGrath may be the 
only rider looking forward to the rest of 
the series, and if his dominance contin- 
ues, even the fans may begin to tire of it. 

Well behind the leading duo, Team 
Noleen/Sizzler/ Yamaha rider Larry 
Ward matched his result at round one, 
riding to a steady third-place finish. Last 
week’s runner-up Mike Kiedrowski was 
a bit more up-and-down, gating mid- 
pack and mounting a charge before 
crashing and finishing an eventual 
fourth. The top riders’ odd combination 
of consistent and erratic riding has 
made for a three-way tie for second in 
the young title chase, as Kiedrowski, 
LaRocco and Ward all hold 40 points 
apiece. McGrath has a perfect 50 thus 
far. 

“Tm the only guy with the exception 
of Jeremy who has been up here (on the 
rostrum) two weeks in a row,” said 
Ward, the top-finishing privateer in ‘94. 
“Maybe if those guys have some prob- 
lems I'll end up with a championship.” 

Huffman didn’t start off quite so well 
in the year’s first 125cc East/West chal- 
lenge, leaving the holeshot to youngster 
Kevin Windham. After starting around 
fourth, Huffman had assumed the point 
by the fifth of 15 laps, and while his win 
was easier than the knock-down-drag- 
out affair of a year ago, runner-up 
Windham was also impressive. The 
first-year factory Yamaha rider didn’t 
panic when in the lead, and he contin- 
ued to ride intelligently even when 
passed by Huffman. Third went to 
steady Frenchman Mickael Pichon, who 
headed Team Suzuki’s Craig Decker 
and Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki rider Ryan Hughes. 

Points-wise, Huffman leads the 
Western Region with a cushion of seven 
on Decker, 25-18, while Windham and 
Pichon share the top spot in the East, 
each with 42. Last week’s winner, Tim 
Ferry, finished eighth and is four points 
behind the leaders. 

“I think it’s possible (to win every 
round) in the 125cc class,” said Huff- 
man, when prompted by floor announc- 
er Larry Maiers. “Jeremy came close in 
‘92; he just lost the opening round. 
Hopefully, I can do it.” 

Huffman had hoped to pull off the 
feat in ‘94, though his chances had 
already ended by the Minneapolis race. 
That’s because the same event had been 
held nine rounds and nearly three 
months later, by which time spring had 
chased away the chilly weather so 
prevalent this time around. Promoter 
SRO/Pace had to go with the only date 
the stadium-was available, but it caused 
problems for the mechanics. “It’s just 
too cold; we can’t do our jobs,” said Lee 
McCollum, Ferry’s factory Suzuki tuner. 
“It’s fine when you're in here (the 
indoor pits), but they only let you bring 
a few things down, so we keep having 
to go out to the trucks. Then when it’s 
all over at midnight, we'll have to haul 
everything back out there.” 

Another problem caused by the early 


date was that the dirt brought into the’ 


stadium contained a high amount of 
moisture, causing many jump faces to 
develop deep ruts (last year’s race fea- 
tured nearly perfect soil). Bulldozers 
were brought out between races to 
groom the track, which was run in 
reverse direction to last year. 

Despite the disadvantages, one thing 
is for sure - the fans didn’t mind. An 
enthusiastic near-capacity crowd of 
55,723 was on hand in the dome - the 


most to witness a supercross since Ana- 
heim in 1993 (55,817). Perhaps it was the 
warmest game in town. “We had to take 
what we could get, but judging from the 
turnout, it might not be such a bad 
thing,” said Roy Janson, executive direc- 
tor for the promoter group. 


250cc 


Ward won the first heat race after 
avoiding a first-turn pileup that put 
Mike Craig out for the night. Kiedrows- 
ki had lost his rear fender in the melee, 
but held on to finish second, while early 
leader John Dowd put his factory Yama- 
ha in third. “I got there (turn one) first,” 
said Ward. “Dowd came in a little hot 
and pushed everyone into the hay bales. 
I'm riding good right now. I’m a little 
stronger, but it’s more mental. I’ve been 
doing this for five or six years and those 
guys don’t scare me anymore.” 

The second heat was a yawner, with 
McGrath giving a glimpse of things to 
come in the main. He was in front by 
turn two, and pulled enough of a lead in 
the eight-lapper to pull two nac-nacs on 
the last go-around. Honda/1-800-Col- 
lect cohort Doug Henry was second in 
front of holeshotter Jeff Emig’s factory 
Yamaha. LaRocco appeared to have a 
boat anchor attached to his bike when 
the gate dropped, and he stalled in turn 
one, but charged from last place to 
secure the final transfer. “It’s cold out- 
side, but I love supercross!” declared 
McGrath before heading off to the pits 
to prepare for the main. 

Honda of Troy's Todd DeHoop was 
a little more busy, recovering from a big 
flip in his heat to win the first semi, 
though his bike appeared to be falling 
apart in the process. Frenchman Freder- 
ic Bolley finished second, with Honda 
privateer Cliff Palmer third. 

“I snapped off some bolts, and we 
didn’t have enough time before the semi 
to get it all fixed right,” said DeHoop. 
“Now we can put it all back together 
right and try to come out and do the 
deed.” 

Lanky Kawasaki privateer Phil 
Lawrence was the semi two winner, 
heading Honda privateer Buddy 
Antunez and Team Suzuki’s Ezra Lusk - 
who holeshot but fell on lap one. “I 
wouldn’t say I did great,” said 
Lawrence, whose injury-ridden ‘94 sea- 
son was followed by his dismissal from 
Team Suzuki. “Winning a heat would be 
great. It’s a hell of a lot better than last 
year, though.” 

Jeff Dement redeemed a semi-race 
crash by topping the six-lap Last Chance 
Qualifier on his factory KTM, and the 
lineup was set for the feature. Said fea- 
ture was effectively over shortly after, as 
McGrath hunkered down and snared 
the holeshot, with LaRocco starting in 
second. “I knew it was a dream match- 
up,” said McGrath. “Everyone wants to 
see us both get a good start and, fortu- 
nately, I got out in front. I figured I'd 
better get going before he got too close.” 

That he did, putting over three sec- 
onds on the Kawasaki rider by the third 
circuit. The margin was increased by a 
further two seconds shortly after, but 
LaRocco appeared to settle down 
around the midway point, closing the 
gap slightly. Then he got cross-rutted 
while trying to pass a lapper over a 
small double, and he cased the landing. 
Four laps later the scream of a “panic

rev” signaled LaRocco’s mistiming of a 
triple, and though the Kawasaki rider 
remained upright through both slip-ups, 
McGrath was nac-nacing his way to an 
effortless victory. 

“I guess I might as well start in the 
back,” said LaRocco. “I got out there in 
front and didn’t ride like I should have. 
Lappers were one of the main problems, 
but that’s racing. Jeremy had to deal 
with the same guys.” 

Meanwhile, the other 18 riders were 
having their own race far behind the 
leaders. Emig was initially third, but lost 
the spot to Ward in a 180-degree turn 
about halfway through. Kiedrowski put 
a ragged ride behind him to snare Emig 
a few laps before the finish, salvaging 
fourth place after a midpack start. Emig 
was fifth, and everyone else finished a 
lap down on McGrath. n 

“It (finishing well) feels good -`espe- 
cially right off the bat,” said Ward, after 
spending much of the race half a 
minute, and half the track, behind 
LaRocco. “It took me.a couple laps to 
get around those guys. Kiedrowski

Huffman started his heat race a few 
riders back, but was the only rider clear- 
ing the east triple. He tripled his way 
into the lead with a lap and a half 
remaining, finishing in front of Team 
SplitFire / Pro Circuit/Kawasaki aces 
David Pingree and Pichon. Ferry led all 
but the first lap of his heat, and headed 
Hughes and Honda of Troy’s Mike 
Brown across the line. Pedro Gonzalez 
put his Team NCY/ Primal Impulse 
Yamaha to the top of the LCQ results. 

Windham was the surprise leader at 
the start of the main, but when the pack 
hit the east triple, it was clear that things 
would soon change. Windham was dou- 
bling the obstacle, while Huffman regu- 
larly went for all three, and that moved 
the Suzuki rider quickly forward from 
his fourth-place start. Windham made a 
slight surge, but then Huffman leapt by 
on lap five and moved safely ahead. 
Windham continued his controlled ride 
to maintain second, and Pichon 
advanced from a midpack start to take 
third. 

“I really liked it here a lot last year, 
and I liked it this year too,” said Huff- 
man. “I did (the triple) a couple of times 
in practice. Every time, I'd barely make 
it, but it helped me make up a lot of 
time. In the first part of the race Kevin 





pulled me a little bit, but I smoothed out 
and caught up.” 

“T'm still so excited - two weeks on 
this podium,” said a humble Windham. 
“My heart's ticking up here. I think it’s 
going to be a good series. I don’t want to 
set my goals too high because it can 
crush you if you don’t do good.” 

Pichon was also excited, but didn’t 
agree with Larry Maiers that he may be 
following in the steps of another French- 
man. “I’m not Jean-Michel Bayle,” said 
Pichon. “I’m myself.” 

Decker claimed the fourth spot, 
while Hughes salvaged fifth after a lap- 
one crash. “Windham landed on him,” 
said Hughes’ mechanic, Chad Watts. 
“He spazzed and landed on his arm.” 

“I saw him crash,” said Windham. “It 
looked like he got sideways in a rut and 
crashed.” 

Pingree finished next, with Gonzalez 
seventh and Ferry eighth - minus his left 
sidepanel. Brown and Chad Pederson 
took ninth and 10th, respectively. eN

no points fund for the riders. 

The problem started with last year’s pull-out of series title sponsor R.J. Reynolds, 
which traditionally provided the $100,000 fund through their Camel brand. No new 
sponsor was located for ‘95, perhaps partly due to the infighting between the pro- 
moters and the AMA. Still, American/ International Racing (AIR), the promoting 
group that attempted a breakaway from the AMA during the off-season, had 
planned to ante up the money itself, claiming that it would meet or beat the fund 
provided in the past. That plan was shelved when the two sides “made up,” and the 
promoters once again had to pay expensive sanctioning fees to the AMA. 

“We had hoped to have something ready by now, but nothing has come about 
yet,” said AIR executive director Roy Janson. “But we're still talking with a few 
companies, and we hope to have something to announce soon for ‘96 and ‘97. 
There’s a possibility that such an agreement might include some sort of a fund for 
ie Xe 

In other areas of the sport, the AMA has taken the task upon themselves, provid- 
ing m for points funds through their newly created for-profit Paradama sub- 
sidiary. The National Championship Road Race and Grand National Dirt Track 
Series each received $100,000 for their funds, prompting many to ask why no such 
m was supplied for the U.S. Supercross Series. } 

“Throughout our discussions with the promoters this year, they made it clear 
that one of the things they wanted was more control of marketing and sponsor- 
ship,” said AMA pro racing president, Tom Mueller. “We feel that a points fund 
would fall under area, although the write-up we have doesn’t specify either of 
us as being entirely responsible. Still, it’s clear that the promoters control television 
and ing.” 3 

In the absence of a series sponsor, race sponsors are occasionally being used, and 
the various promoters are also paying race purses at each round. No one put their 
name onthe Minneapolis roce Dat sae saree E ee E Aee aT 
and will also back the Charlotte and Atlanta-Supercrosses. In addition, Spe 
spark plugs sponsored the last two 125cc rounds of 1994. Some wonder if such com- 
panies are “testing the waters” for being a future series sponsor, but whatever the 
case, it doesn’t appear likely that anyone will be able to add their name to the ‘95 
series title. : 

“You mean we still don’t have one (a points fund)?” said defending champion — 
Jeremy McGrath, when asked of his feelings on the lack of money. “I was afraid of 
that. Honds pays ee: though, and I'll do my job no matter what. Still, it 
would be nice to have that extra money to shoot for. It makes it seem more impor- 
tant.” ce

Jeremy. McGrath’s win was the. 2tst of his young career, mov- 
ing him into third place on the all-time supercross win list. The 
two-time champ spent a one-week tie with Jeff Ward, but is 
now in.sole possession of the spot: Rick Johnson has the most 
‘wins at 28, while Bob Hannah is second with 27. 


While there were plenty of fans, the Metrodome event was 
unfortunately marred by a surprisingly low rider turnout, espe- 
cially in the talent-heavy 250cc class. Just 35 racers signed up 
for the premier division - not enough to run preliminary qualifiers 
(or even fill the gate. in the heat races, for that matter). Perhaps 
the nearly automatic assumption of defeat at the hands of Jere- 
my McGrath kept riders away. 


If so, such thoughts weren't the only deterrent. Several riders 
were also missing due to injury, perhaps most notably Team 
Honda/1-800-Collect’s Steve Lamson. The Californian had 
strained his wrists, bruised his ribs and stretched ligaments in 
his sternum when casing a jump during practice; days before 
the season-opener. Lamson raced at Orlando, but opted to sit 
out round two. “I told him it's not worth it to come out and ride 60 
percent,” said team advisor Jeff Stanton. “He might hurt it 
again, and it would go on and on. Realistically, he’s only going 
to be able to worry about.points outdoors. now, but he'll still try to 
win supercross rounds when he comes back:” Stanton said that 
Lamson hoped to ride at Anaheim, but added that he wouldn't 
hesitate to spectate if he had doubts about his health. 





Another big hitter missing from. action was Team Suzuki's Greg 
Albertyn. The three-time World Champion dislocated his shoul- 





der in a crash at Orlando, but according to team manager 
Roger DeCoster, hopes to return to battle in Anaheim next 
week. 


Also absent was Team Kawasaki's oft-injured Robbie Reynard. 
The youngster reinjured his left shoulder in a crash in Orlando, 
and underwent surgery the following Wednesday. Reynard has 
had the wing operated. on before, but this time went to a 
respected sports doctor. in. Colorado. “He's going to try and be 
ready for Gainesville,” said team manager Roy Turner: The-out- 
door season-opener is scheduled for March 5. 


Michael Craig added his name to the injured list at Minneapolis, 
following a nasty get-off in his heat race. The Honda of Troy 
rider got.pinched into the hay bales in turn one, and was pitched 
to. the ground in front of the pack. “Someone hit him’when he 
stopped rolling,” said team manager Erik Kehoe. “It looked like 
a sprocket mark on his back. He cracked his shoulder blade, so 
he'll probably just be out fora few weeks.” 


The three-man Noleer/Sizzler/Yamaha squad was represented 
by just Larry Ward in Minneapolis. Both Kyle Lewis and Larry 
Brooks were competing in the Anaheim Ultracross round, which 
defending champion Lewis won. 


The Metrodome boasts one of the largest stadium floors on the 
circuit, but the perimeter of the floor could not be utilized for 


insurance reasons. Team Honda/1-800-Collect’s Doug Henry ` 


took a nasty spill on lap four of the main event, sending his bike 
flying onto the concrete lining the track. Henry attempted to con- 
tinue on, but his bike was too bent up and he pulled off.

time. “It’s not that big a deal,” said the West Coast champ of his

To provide sanctuary from the chilly temperatures, indoor pits 
were provided near the Metrodome’s loading dock. Most of the 
riders were stationed in a large room, while the factory teams 
were located on an upper. level at the top of.a flight of stairs. 
Quarters: were a bit cramped, especially in the Honda camp, 
which also housed the five-man Honda of Troy team. Kawasa- 
ki's area was relatively roomy, with just Mike LaRocco and 
Mike Kiedrowski on hand. Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki 
was downstairs, to allow wheelchair access for team owner 
Mitch Payton. 


The opening ceremonies had many in the stands wondering if it 
was amateur night. Larry Maiers tried in vain to compete with 
the blaring music and feedback as he announced the teams one 
by one, and riders entered. the field in the dark as the spotlight 
operator attempted unsuccessfully to follow their bikes.

Actually, we were in the market for 
a touring bike, but I couldn’t help con- 
sidering every bike in the shop. You 
know the saying, “like a kid in a candy 
store?” - well, that doesn’t even com- 
pare. 

Hmm... Let’s review the options we 
had. 

A Sportster? Gimme a break. Would 
you choose their entry-level machine? 
We think not. That would be like pick- 
ing Rosanne Arnold when you could 
have Heather Locklear. And besides, we 
weren't going dirt tracking... 


An Electra Glide? Are you kidding? ~ 


Sure, it’s a touring bike, but what 
could be worse than a non-street-rid- 
ing motocrosser aboard what is 
arguably one of the biggest, heaviest 
motorcycles made? Torn ACL knee 

ligaments were not the objective of 

this ride... 

The Fat Boy? Well, though undeni- 
ably cool, I opted to skip the Fat Boy 
in consideration of my former “fat” 
past... 

After coming to my senses, I real- 
ized that the $13,875 FLSTC Her- 
itage Softail Classic was what I had 
come for, and what I should leave 
with. Remember when young Jack 
was sent to sell the family cow? 
There’d be no magic beans for me - I 
was soon mounted aboard the Classic, 
and ready to go cruisin’. 

Without a doubt, the Heritage Softail 
is one of Harley’s most beautiful 
machines. From its massive front end 
with triple headlights to the studded 
leather saddlebags, the Classic oozes 
coolness. Plus, the Classic’s large, effec- 
tive windshield would be an added 
bonus for our riders who aren’t used to 
a harsh blast of wind in their chests at 
freeway speeds. 


In stock condition, the H-D emits a ` 


throaty, yet pleasant exhaust note - not 
that irritating “loud pipes save lives” 
sound that makes your vision blur. And 
let's not forget about that “traditional” 
Harley vibration - if it doesn’t rumble, it 
ain't an H-D. Most everyone enjoyed 
the Classic’s chug chug chug at lower 
speeds, but while pushing 70 mph, the | 
bike’s vibration was so bad that it 
became a task to keep our feet on the 
floorboards. 

What about power? Well, though we 
honestly didn’t expect the bike to pull 
like Scott Parker’s XR750, we were a bit 
disappointed in the 1340cc engine’s 
power output. And don’t even think 
about overrevving this baby - the valves 
will float quicker than an airplane seat 
cushion. “Flat” is the best way to 
describe the Harley’s powerband. But 
arm-jerking power isn’t why you buy a 
Harley-Davidson, is it? Well, luckily, 
you don’t buy a Harley for its outstand- 
ing brakes, buttery-smooth transmis- 
sion, or high tech features either. Harley 
owners are in the market for something 
entirely different: the mystique that can 
only be had aboard America’s favorite 
motorcycle. 

Oh, and about those saddlebags - 
they’re not big enough for your helmet, 
and they're not good for storing valu- 
ables because they don’t lock. What they 
are excellent for, however, is storing all 


of the phone numbers that might be 
thrown your way. 

Sure, it was easy to nit-pick the big 
Classic, but after all was said and done, 
it still emerged one of our favorites. 

Especially amongst the single guys.

Yamaha XJ600 Seca li 


For the Seca fun 


‘m lucky that Kit is a nice guy. When 
F: was organizing our odd little 

excursion, he easily could have 
perched me on top of a Yamaha V-Max 
and sent me merrily upon my way. I’m 
enough of a road riding greenhorn that 
such a prank would be easy enough to 


pull off. As it turned out, however, Kit 
resisted the urge and instead slid anoth- 
er Yamaha underneath me - the $4849 
Seca II. I hope I can return the favor 
some day. 

Oh, I’m sure that hard-core road rid- 
ers will pooh-pooh the Seca as a wimp’s 
bike, but I don’t think that’s such a bad 
thing for some people - wimps, namely. 
The 598cc XJ600 Genesis-inspired pow- 
erplant is 100cc larger than some of the 
other bikes in the entry-level sportbike 
class, and it is very confidence-inspiring. 
Downdraft carburetors provide straight 
path fugl induction and decent torque, 
but slow-speed, low-rev situations 
require a fair amount of clutch-slipping 
- no problem for those with off-road 





experience. Most of my riding was done 
at around 5000 rpm, but for going “fast” 
you need to really rev it out. The Seca is 
smooth for the most part, though a fair 
amount of vibration can be felt when 
backing off the throttle. 

Extended freeway riding is obviously 
not the bike’s intended purpose, though 
the 408-pounder does seem stable 
enough at speed. The bulk of the wind is 
deflected by the small-but-stylish slotted 
windscreen, but the upright seating pos- 
ture means that buffeting is still a factor. 

The Seca has a 38mm conventional 
fork and a large-diameter frame with an 

oval-section swingarm and DeCarbon 
shock. I was pleasantly surprised by 
the suspension, which takes the edge 

off even the harshest freeway bumps. 

Other areas beginners will appreciate 
are the light, small feel (though a sense 
of top-heaviness is evident at times), 

light clutch pull and strong brakes. 
And while our test unit may not strike 
fear in the hearts of regular knee-drag- 
gers, I think its black metallic paint and 
orange “tear” graphics looked pretty 
stylish. This is a pleasant motorcycle 
that is just the ticket for getting me past 
the initial fear of riding a motorcycle on 
surfaces I formerly thought only cars 
were meant to.go. My lanky body was a 
bit cramped, which I liked less and less 
as I became more confident. Also, the 
motor took awhile to warm up and the 
seat was a little uncomfortable toward 
the end of our day of riding. Apart from 
that, I had few complaints with the 
XJ600. 

Whether or not Yamaha’s trusty Seca 
II is the perfect bike for you depends 
upon a couple of things. Hard-core 
racer-types don’t need me to tell them to 
seek out something a bit more aggres- 
sive. But what about those who are just 
getting started? Kind of like me. Well, I 
don’t think the Yamaha is the right 
choice for all rookies, but I do believe 
it’s the perfect bike for those who con- 
sider themselves beginners - and no, I’m 
not being contradictory by saying that. 
Some tyros are more worried about 
impressing their friends and picking up 
girls than learning to ride. The Yamaha 
probably wouldn't be of much assis- 
tance in these areas, but then again, rid- 
ers who are looking for that probably 
would never admit that they were 
beginners. For those with less arrogance, 
the Seca II could in fact be the perfect 
motorcycle.

Suzuki RF600

bviously, 600cc sportbikes are get- 
ting better and better by leaps and 
bounds, then why is it that I’m lik- 


ing them less and less? Perhaps it’s — 


because they’re becoming too special- 
ized (not to mention expensive). Bikes 
like the Yamaha YZF600 and the new 


Kawasaki ZX-6R are so race oriented — 


that they’re just not practical for every- 
day use. You see, I ride every day. Sure, 


these on-the-cutting-edge-of-technology © 


middleweight sportbikes are an 
absolute blast on the tracks and on 


twisty roads, but what about on city © 


streets, freeways and open highways? I 
think the answer is obvious. 

But this is where the RF600 comes in. 
Suzuki openly admits that the RF600 
wasn’t specifically designed for the 
track, despite the fact it still offers 
decent sportbike performance. It is for 
these reasons, and others, that I really 
like this motorcycle. 

The RF600 combines comfort with 
performance, making it a practical 
motorcycle to own. Yeah, sure, it might 
not be the most powerful in its class, or 
the lightest, or the best handling, or sus- 
pended, but it still has plenty to offer. It 
still handles and corners extremely 
well, makes decent power and is rea- 
sonably light at a claimed 429 pounds. 
You can still flick this bike in and out of 
the turns with relative ease. Okay, it 
might not turn under a ZX-6R, but it'll 
still keep you grinning from ear to ear. 
And that’s the bottom line, isn’t it? But 


what the RF600 may lack in pure horse- 
power and nimbleness is more than 
made up for in comfort and stability, 
and price. It costs $1200 less than the 
ZX-6R, at $6699. 

The RF600 is by no means a spacious 
motorcycle, but it’s not nearly as 
cramped as some of the other 600cc 
sportbikes we've ridden lately. During 
our ride, I racked up a lot of freeway 
miles on the RF and had no complaints 
whatsoever. Again, this had to do with 
the bike’s friendly ergonomics and 
straight-line stability. The heavier RF is 
not nearly as twitchy, or nervous, as the 
higher-performance 600cc sportbikes 
around. 

The RF’s liquid-cooled, in-line, dohc, 
16-valve motor pumps out good power, 


and when you roll on the throttle, the 
RF responds with a hefty and gradual 
pull. Though we never drag raced it 
head to head, it’s safe to say that it’s not 
as fast as the Kawasaki ZX-6R, but it’s 
plenty fast, nonetheless. Shifting is a 
breeze, the clutch has a light pull, the 
brakes are very strong, and there's very 
little vibration to contend with. 

All in all, the RF600 is a very well- 
rounded package that combines sport- 
bike performance with comfort. And to 
top things off, the RF600 is one of the 
sweetest-looking bikes around. We bet 
that Suzuki will sell many of these bikes 
on its looks alone. 

Damn, now I've got to ride the 
Harley.

Kawasaki Ninja ZX-11 


All hail the king! 


might as well come right out and say 

it now. The Kawasaki Ninja ZX-11 is 

my favorite sportbike. Period. 

You want an explanation? All right 
then. 

Never mind the fact that Kawasaki 
doesn’t consider the big Ninja to be a 

pure sportbike, it’s still everything that 
I have ever thought a sportbike should 
be. I still think that machines such as 

the Honda CBR900RR - or the rest of 

the Ninja lineup for that matter - are 

exhilarating and do serve a purpose, 

even on the street. But remember, you 

still have to get to and from wherever 
it is that you're going to race/pace. It’s 
in this realm that the biggest assassin 
becomes more of a real-world sportbike 
than those road racer replicas could ever 
dream of being. 

It goes fast. Off idle, the liquid- 
cooled, 16-valve, 1050cc, in-line four 
pulls like a Top Fuel dragster all the 
way to 176 mph and still retains ample 
torque down low to chug through 
school zones, and flood zones. Get on 
the freeway, and you will appreciate the 
ZX-11’s ability to putter along at 55 mph 
with style and grace. Need to make a 
quick pass? Don’t shift. Just roll on the 
throttle, and be prepared. 

It handles. Sure, the most ardent 
Miguel DuHamel wannabes might find 
fault with the bike’s long wheelbase 
and spring rates that are a little on the 
soft side. But in reality, the ZX-11 is 
blessed with turning prowess that 
belies its 514-pound weight. The bike 
can scamper up any twisty mountain 
road - only losing a step to hard-core 
canyon carvers - or take on the task of 
low-speed, lane-splitting chores at rush 


-hour thanks to a very balanced feel. 


And where more stiffly sprung, shal- 
low-raked sporties bob and weave over 
road irregularities, the ZX-11 glides 
over them, rarely ever delivering a 
shudder to the rider. 

It stops. Dual floating front disc 
brakes may lack the out-and-out power 
of a repli-racer, but have a very progres- 
sive feel’ and can put the whoa on the 
hefty Ninja reliably. 

Best of all, the Ninja ZX-11 possesses 
all these sportbike qualities wrapped up 
in an ergonomically civilized package 
that won’t make you feel like a pretzel 
when you try to climb off the bike 25 or 
30 miles down the road. The handle- 
bar/seat/ footpeg relationship is aggres- 
sive, but still comfortable enough for 
longer excursions like, say, from L.A. to 
Vegas, making the bike an ideal sport- 
tourer. 

The ZX-11 isn’t perfect. Annoyances 
include a slight vibration that seeps 
through the right handlebar at around 
4000 rpm in top gear, and a wind- 
screen that helps the bike cheat the 
wind - right into your helmet. In fact, if 
I were to help design a ZX-12, I would 
consider returning to the earlier, more 
upright fairing (with the exception of 
retaining the dual air snorkles). And 
though I couldn’t find fault with the 
bike’s carburetion, maybe it’s time for 
an electronic fuel-injection system. 
Kawasaki tried it on the GPz1100 in 
the early ‘80s, and it was a failure. We 
know more about that complex stuff 
now. ` 

But such irritations are academic 
because even at its steep $9999 asking 
price, the ZX-11 is still the my favorite 
bike, and the only one I would own. 
And if I had to give a single reason for 
that...well...did T mention that this baby 
does 176 mph?

BMW RITOOR Roadster 
Logical defiance 


hen I first mounted the BMW 
Wiio Roadster, everything 

about the bike seemed to defy 
logic, the controls, the “styling,” the 
seating position, the big bags but no 
fairing. What kind of motorcycle is this, 
and who is built for? Well, I spent some 
time commuting on the BMW, and the 
kind of motorcycle this is? A great one. 
Who is it built for? Me. 

The styling - it’s still weird, but the 
controls, once I learned The BMW Way, 
were just right. The seating position is 
more upright than what I’ve become 
accustomed to, and though the rider 
has but one way to sit in the saddle - 
since its shape really doesn’t allow you 
to move around much - it is a really 
comfortable place to be: I was glad, at 
the end of our 250-plus-mile day, to 
mount the Roadster for my 30-mile ride 
home. 

The four-valve, catalyst-equipped 
R259 Boxer engine might be a stressed 
member, but the rider isn’t. With 80 
horsepower from the 1085cc twin on 
tap, not to mention good low-end 
torque, it is easy to leave your troubles 
behind you, as well as any traffic. It 
starts and warms quickly, and thanks to 
the Bosch engine management, never 
stumbles when cold. 

The capacious saddlebags swallowed 
all the gear that we needed to carry for 
the day's ride, with ample room to 
spare. 

Suspension on the Roadster features 
BMW’s Telelever front-end unit. The 
fork tubes are just sliders: no springs, no 
dampening action. Instead, the burden 
falls upon a conventional spring/shock 
combo connected to an A-arm (the 
“lever” in Telelever) that pivots on two 
joints mounted to the engine cases. The 
arm extends forward, attached*to a sin- 
gle spherical joint on a crossbrace 
between the sliders, providing for a 
rigid, flex-free front end. The big bonus- 
es here are the very smooth action and 
inherent mechanical anti-dive. Because 
the geometry prevents dive, the spring 
rate doesn’t have to be made very high 
in order to compensate for this phenom- 
enon. It’s a great design and a real plus 
on twisty roads where you can carry 
braking into a corner much further 
because the geometry isn’t upset by the 
stopping forces. 

The Paralever rear suspender, 
designed to counteract the forces associ- 
ated with a conventional shaft drive that 
extend and compress the rear suspen- 
sion when on and off the throttle, is 
merely adequate. Unlike the front, the 
action for the single-sided design isn’t 
quite so smooth. It feels fairly stiff over 
sharp bumps and, as I witnessed on the 
freeway when Chris Jonnum hit a hor- 
rendous pothole, really lets the rider 
take it in the shorts. In the end, though, 
the handling is light and easy to control, 
and with optional ABS you can’t fault 
the R1100R’s road manners. 

Most of the staffers didn’t enjoy the 
Roadster quite as much as I did, com- 
plaining of the torque-effect that tweaks 
the bike to the right when you rev the 
engine while traveling at low speed, and 
the rather dramatic engine braking 
when you shut off the power. But they 
left the bike alone after their initial 
impression. It is most telling that the 
two riders who had spent the greatest 
amount of time with the bike favored it, 
and as a package I think it’s a winner. 
But, at around 10 grand (depending 
upon the options selected), it's definitely 
rather a high “standard.”

have been presumed just another 

dreamer with a nifty but ephemeral 
idea to produce an American-made sport- 
bike. 

When it was first introduced in 1986, 
the original Buell RR1000 created a sensa- 
tion. And lots of controversy. Among the 
tortured questions: Can a Harley-based 
“sportbike” succeed in a field long the 
purview of Japan? Why should anyone 
try building such a thing? If it falls flat, 
won't that embarrass Harley-Davidson? 
Legions of Harley faithful were apoplec- 
tic. “Buell,” they'd tell you, “may be 
smart. But he’s wrong, man!” 

There’s much less of that now. In early 
January, 1993, the Harley-Davidson 
Motor Co. officially linked hands with 
Eric Buell, renegade specials builder. 


T en years ago, Eric Buell could easily 





Once, Buell had played the supplicant, 
happy to get some engines and “infor- 
mal” tech support. Now, the one-time 
Harley engineer was ceding 49 percent of 
Buell Motors to his former employer; get- 
ting in the bargain, cash, a goodly supply 
of 1200cc Sportster powerplants, major 
access to the factory engineering depart- 
ment, incorporation into the Harley dealer 
network, promotional tie-ins and other 
valuable stuff. 

What a difference a decade makes. The 
tenacious designer had finally caused 
hidebound H-D execs (as change-resistant 
as most Harley owners) to appreciate the 
innovative Buell “space frame,” vibration- 
damping system and kindred ideas. Just 
as important, Harley was flush with 
funds, the direct result of massive sales 
wrought since introduction of the excel- 
lent Evolution motor in 1983. “Why not,” 
the Wise Men in Milwaukee thought, 
“give the thing a try? If it’s popular, out- 
standing! If not, the waiting list for our 
traditional cruiser line is only about...three 
years!” As always, success encourages 
risk-taking. 

Sure, many H-D enthusiasts still con- 
sider the words “Harley sportbike” a 
heinous oxymoron. But many other 
American riders are excited; for years 
they’ve clamored for a made-in-the-USA 
sport machine. Abandon the Harley- 
Davidson masses? Certainly not. Fill a 
growing niche? Why not. j 

Helping accelerate the interest in Buell 
among sport bikers and the traditional 
Harley majority, of course, is the dramatic 
progress of the Harley-Davidson VR1000 
race bike. It’s a motorcycle primed for an 
excellent finish - if not the win - at Day- 
tona this year. Even jaded road race pun- 
dits foresee Harley victories at important 
tracks in ‘95. 

As to the doubters, after three years of 
studiously ignoring developments by 
Harley’s race department, expect to see 
many more of them in the grandstands 
during Speed Week. The trickle of guys 
wearing chaps, vests and blasé expres- 
sions will grow to a stream at Daytona ‘95. 
And this year they'll be applauding as the 
VR’s exhaust note booms across the 
infield. 

In short, rather than the hostile com- 
ments greeting the original Buell through 
the late-80s, genuine interest and smiles 
now emanate from Harley traditionalists 
on seeing the latest Buell incarnation. The 
new $2 Thunderbolt, that is. 

Nowhere was this more evident than 
in Frederick, Maryland. This small town 
with its surrounding woodlands, rolling 
hills and fields are solid Harley country, a 
place where you'd think sportbikes of any 
stripe would be abominated: But it isn’t 
so. I spent a day touring the region with a 
Buell and was surprised. Watching the 
bike from inside a restaurant where I'd 
stopped for lunch, it was striking to see 
the variety of people who'd gather around 
the unique machine with its lustrous blue 
coat and aggressive, hunkered-down atti- 
tude. “Hill men,” kids, grey-suiters and 
women who didn’t realize that the ‘70s 
had passed, all stopped by. 

Harley riders of course, know the 
Buell. One, astride a bright red version of 
Knucklehead my dad rode in World War 
II, grinned broadly and waved as the 
Buell rumbled past at a crossroads. 

Acceptance is good. And the Buell 
Thunderbolt definitely is not your father’s 
Harley-Davidson. 

What it is, is a torque-meister (or mon- 
ster). It has the sort of grunt that commer- 
cial winches use to drag grounded 
freighters onto shore. Low-end and 
midrange torque, in fact, are absolutely 
amazing. Open the big H-D twistgrip, 
even in fifth gear, and you lunge ahead, 
experiencing an almost shaft drive-like 





sensation. Powered by a free-breathing 
1200cc Sportster engine connected to 
Harley’s 100,000-mile Kevlar belt, Eric 
Buell’s T-bolt is developing 66 foot- 
pounds of torque from just under 2500 
rpm, and it keeps pounding it out at this 
level up to 5500 rpm. The bike’s horse- 
power rating is also about the same: 67.5 
at the rear wheel, happening at 5300 rpm. 
There appears little difference, moreover, 
in the amazing flatlining torque no matter 
whose dyno you use. Motorcyclist Maga- 
zine’s readings were nearly identical to 
the printouts urged upon me by the dyno- 
equipped distributor, Rockville Harley- 
Davidson in Gaithersberg, Maryland. 

Much of the oomph can be attributed 
to the “Free-Breathing” system that Buell 
worked on with Harley engineers. 
Together they found a way to realize big 
gains with the single 40mm Keihin carbu- 
retor and K&N filter, in conjunction with 
careful baffling in the single exhaust can- 
ister and, presumably, dyno tuning with 
the head pipes. Buell won't discuss 
exhaust-gas-extraction principles or other 
mumbo-jumbo. But suffice it to say, it 
works. Just compare the Buell’s 67.5 hp to 
a standard Sportster’s 50 or so. And it’s 
still EPA-friendly. 

For some more perspective, consider 
the thundering Harley CCS-class 883 
Sportster race bikes strain to make 53-55 
horsepower; as I saw them do near Day- 
tona at the American Motorcycle Insti- 
tute’s (AMI) “Brute Horsepower 
Shootout” last year (a reminder that noise 
is a useless correlative to power). 

I'd shelved plans to “Bolt” up the 
interstate; white-lining could await the 
return trip. Instead, from near the dealer, I 
chose Route 355, a winding piece of “B” 
road, with lots of road variations. I knew 
this bike was a solid piece right out of the 
parking lot. Warming up the tires in a 
“road race weave,” the impact of the 55- 
inch wheelbase was immediate. It flicks! I 
smiled: this was going to be great. Pointed 

` towards Frederick, we navigated con- 
struction zones; disintegrating bridge 
expansion joints, midsize potholes even a 
fist-size rock. Verily, this punishment 
would reduce your average racer replica 
and its rider to juddering wrecks.at any 
speed over 25 mph. The Buell soaked it all 
up at better than 50 - and given the bike’s 
looks and capabilities - in comfort. What 
couldn't be instantly steered around could 
be safely engaged. There were few jolts up 
the spine, and nothing to upset the Buell’s 
composure or put it off line. The suspen- 
sion was well-sorted, the WP “Roma” fork 
(spring preload, compression and 
rebound preload settings) just right for 
this rider. The chassis, meantime, did an 
exemplary job in the stability department. 
It would have to, with the Buell’s un- 
Harley-like rake and trail. 

These factors, along with the 29.5-inch 
seat height, low center of gravity, wet 
weight of 470 pounds and narrow profile 
add up to a confidence-inspiring package. 
Oh, and don’t forget the patented “Uni- 
planar” engine mounts. They banish 
vibration by suspending the engine on 
special bars equipped with rubber donuts; 
the motor acts as a stressed member. 
Somewhat similar to the old Norton Com- 
mando met-up from the 1970s, the rubber 
pieces allow the engine to shake while iso- 
lating the vibes from the rider. 

True, Harley-type resonances intrude 
down low, but they’re all over by about 
2800 rpm; not appearing again until 
around 70 mph (in any gear). Anyway, it’s 
mainly through the handlebars that you 
notice the tingles. Pegs and frame hardly 
buzz at all. 

But this is a niggle. Fact is, any aware- 
ness of vibratory things is quickly - very 
quickly - overwhelmed by the Buell expe- 
rience. It isn’t just the brrroommp! of

acceleration - not unlike when your father 
propelled you into the next room to apolo- 
gize for dropping a piece of your mom’s 
best china. It’s also the intangibles. Like 
the intoxicating exhaust notes and induc- 
tion roar. And the nasty snout of a fairing. 
And the fact that you’re powered by H-D! 
It all makes for a very superb time - espe- 
cially when passing motorists who wish 
our kind would all drop and die. You 
know, the ones who believe their Eclipses, 
Porsches, Q45s and other pricey Yup- 
piemobiles will grind us up. Ha! Even in 
fourth gear, the Buell’s torque hurtles you 
past them like, well, like a thunderbolt! 

I own a Kawasaki Ninja ZX-11, so oth- 
ers’ evaluations of the Buell - “Can out- 
hustle a CBR900RR’- had left me dubious, 
at best. But, incredibly, the S2 does pro- 
duce the same torque and nearly identical 
40-80 mph roll-on times as the big Ninja at 
half the revs. And of course, without tap- 
dancing on the gearbox. Hustle? Believe it. 
Up to 100 or 110 mph, even the crotch- 
rocketers will be impressed. The Buell 
tops out at a creditable 130 mph. And yes, 
it is stable at speed. 

In the twisty going, too, this real-world 
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power was a real boon. In the mountain- 
ous Catoctin State Park, I could stay in 
one gear most of the time and just work 
the midrange. Not only were there no 
fears of the “midcorner break traction 
blues”; throwing the Buell through the 
switchbacks was a good deal easier than 
on the ZX-11; hence, highly pleasurable. 
Low to the ground and svelte, the Buell 
Thunderbolt makes “conservative” (i.e. 
slower riders like yours truly) feel like GP 
experts. The bike has massive ground 
clearance. And while not good enough to 
scrape the peg feelers, I got down low 
enough to scrape the sidestand foot. In 
other words, we were cookin’. 

Sweepers fast and slow were a piece of 
cake, too; the motorcycle feels very right 
taking long ones at'95 mph (thank you, 
Cincinnati Microwave). Neutral steering 
is also a Buell trademark. It easily passes 
the hands-off test. 

But as nicely and as early as the 
humongous power comes on, it goes 
away just as quickly. At 6000 rpm you hit 
the rev-limiter so hard that it feels as 
though a plug wire had fallen off. Not to 
worry, though. This bike requires you to

learn when the gearbox and cam are in 
sync. The good stuff, in fact, is anywhere 
beneath 6000 rpm. Keep within this band, 
and let the games begin! Understand that 
at 70 mph you're only turning 3200 rpm. 
There’s meat aplenty; meat for making 
lunging passes, meat for easy rush-hour- 
plodding, meat for pulling long, steep 
hills without downshifting. It idles, too. At 
1100 rpm the Buell is well-pleased, and 
never shudders and dips. This is one car- 
bureted motor that behaves like an inject- 
ed one. I know, I also ride an injected 
Kawasaki Turbo. 

The gearbox is also a revelation - hard- 
ly the outmoded instrument that some 
have alleged. The throws may be a bit 
long, but are made without any clonks or 
hesitation. Even finding and keeping neu- 
tral is a breeze. No need to stamp down 
with your Tony Lamas as on ordinary 
Harleys, then develop bursitis on the 
upshifts. 

While the engine cools, let's give this 
exhilarating motorcycle a once-over. Out 
front are the race-bred WP forks, and a 
very powerful, albeit single floating disk 
and six-piston caliper made by Perfor-

iell speaks out 


hether or not the concept behind the Buell S2 Thunderbolt 
W. is understood, the motorcycle’s appeal can no longer be 

denied. Production has increased from just a few units 
per year in 1986 to 680 in 1994. The fact that even the Harley- 
Davidson Motor Corporation has had enough faith in Eric Buell’s 
dream-machine to buy 49% is proof enough that Buell is onto 
something. What lies down the road for this unique. motorcycle 
company? Better just ask the source: Eric Buell. 


When you talk to people about the Buell at the motorcycle 
shows like the Orlando, Florida, Harley show, what do you tell 
them to make them understand how the Buell fits into the 
scheme of.things? 

That this isn’t a-“Sunday bike” sportbike. It hasn't been under- 
stood by everyone ‘yet what the Buell is. That it’s a very nice all- 
around motorcycle; we have touring accessories and other things 
coming up. We'll be taking orders for the accessories as well as 
for the bike: in Orlando. There'll be bags, fairing lowers, touring 
handlebars that are a little bit lower; slightly lower pegs, other 
things. 

Will the custom parts extend to performance pieces too? 

Very much so. We'd intended the Thunderbolt to be a “sport-cus- 
tom” in a way, with lots of accessories to have a very wide-rang- 
ing appeal. To make it individualized, like H-D. has always done 
for the cruisers. But Tm a sportbike guy ‘cause that’s what I like, 
so obviously the focus will be geared in that direction, But a Buell 
rider will be able to-canyon carve, sport tour or full tour with this 
bike. It could even be changed if a guy bought one used. 


We’ve heard about Buell- -tagged accessories forthcoming. 
Please discuss those. 
There are a lot of accessories for that (1200¢¢ Sportster) engine; 
some of which will be available from us in the spring and others 
from Harley-Davidson. So there will be a line of Buell perfor- 
mance and the touring pieces, too. The idea includes things like 
“packages”; mild tuning stuff and a sort of supersports package 
maybe similar to what Scott Zampach has for his (CSS 883 Sport- 
ster) race bike. 


Some claim your motor is already a bit stressed in its stock con- 
figuration, putting out 67 brake horsepower, and that hopping 
it up is unwise... 

Actually, it’s a very understressed engine at 67 crank horsepow- 
er. We have a lot of test miles on it. That’s one of the things that, 
as we grow, we Communicate to the customers and dealers. This 
motor has 10,000-mile service intervals. BMWs, which are super- 
high reliability, are only 4,000. 

And we're talking about a Harley 1200. 

At 10,000 miles you just check the spark plugs, because it’s elec- 
tric ignition, hydraulic valve lifters and so on. It’s a very refined 
and sophisticated. engine from a durability standpoint; probably 
the best engine out there. 


Including the high-horsepower versions? 

Well, obviously the higher you go... We have not tested those for 
long-term durability yet. 100 horsepower is not a problem, really, 
with them. But what-we want to communicate is what you've 
found - that there’s.a lot of performance as it is; a lot more than 
the horsepower figures would say from a dyno. The roll-on num- 
bers are really excellent. Standard calculations are a bit mislead- 
ing. You can ride this engine that’s in a really mild state of tune 
and go like hell. Mods are unnecessary, basically. 


But it is widely thought that the Harley engine is dated com- 
pared to others, in technical terms. 

It gets my dander up sometimes; you know, people saying that 
the H-D engine is an antique. Take the Ducati 916: How can you 
say an engine that needs its cylinder heads pulled off every 3000 
miles is a sophisticated piece? In my view; that’s a stone axe. 


But they win superbike races. 

But that’s not what I built this motorcycle to. do. When I want to 
build a superbike-winning motorcycle, we'll do that one of these 
days. This is`a really fun, all-around motorcycle that a guy can 
enjoy and trust and be reliable. I'd much rather build one around 
this engine than a Ducati: I'd rather head off to California on one 
of these things. 


The first Buells from the mid-’80s were bought mostly by rich 
guys or iconoclasts who just had to be different. How about 
now? What's the profile of the Thunderbolt buyer? 
We really didn’t aim it to a “niche” but we did want to have a 
broad appeal - not just for collectors or for someone who wanted 
an oddity. We wanted it to stand on its own against anything out 
there. We do prefer experienced riders; and many are buyers who 
are coming back to ‘cycling after (several) years. That’s quite inter- 
esting to us.: We check this out - Harley-Davidson has the “Buell 
Riders’ Advisory Group.” And we send information, question- 
naires and stuff to give us feedback,on what people want. 
Then sum up briefly what it is that the S2 is - and what you'd 
like it to be seen as. 

Well-rounded. In recent years my sense is that motorcycles

have become, maybe, too specialized? Too unique? The (Yamaha) 


FZR1000 is a wonderful motorcycle in one way, but is it a well- 
rounded motorcycle? The Buell appeals to people because it 
delivers great, usable performance and reliability. And there’s 
the understanding that it’s not going to change year by year. We 
want owners to be able to update three years down the road; 
either with a new model from us.or the same bike. 


Has the success of the VR1000 Harley race bike convinced 
doubters that a Harley-based sportbike is viable? 

Yes. There’s been an interesting change. Giving demo rides at 
Daytona we got a real mix of riders of every. type of motorcycle. 
There were actually sportbikers and Harley traditionalists. at the 
Buell stand; and they were actually talking to each other! 


Why the original reluctance about the Buell concept? 

There's always been the concern that, “That’s not the way a 
motorcycle should be! This is what it should be - a Harley.” And 
in a sense that’s true because H-D does really stand for a special 
look and style of a cycle that made a tremendous following, and 
that no one has been. able to quite reproduce. 

So, there was a little defensiveness. Then, those who can real- 
ly ride, ride it and say, “Damn, this is a fun motorcycle!” Then 
they see other people, sportbike riders, appreciate this motorcy- 
cle and they don’t feel defensive any more. 


Discuss the VR1000 race bike. Harley is getting lots of attention 
with it. 

I consulted on the project, and I believe from the basic credentials 
of the vehicle that it has the potential to be the dominant motor- 
cycle in the class. Daytona? I don’t know if it'll win there.: The 
200-miler is.a real bitch. Since I raced there, I know. Many things 
can happen in such a long race. But it will do well there, and 
there’s a full season of racing to follow. 


How about a VR-powered Buell? 

Are we going to build a version of a $50,000 bike? No. Having 
said that, there is a natural blend there. Some motorcycle writer 
said, “Wait ‘til there's a VR-powered Buell,” and I said, “Get a 
clue.” 


But this (VR pow- 
erplant) must be 
something that 
interests you? 

It’s not the replace- 
ment for this Sport- 
ster engine. (But) 
there will be a’ VR- 
derivative-powered 
Buell at some point. 
That's been said by 
the president of 
Harley-Davidson. 
But that will be an 
additional Buell 
model; not a substi- 
tute for the §2 
Thunderbolt. And it 
will not be a limit- 
ed-production bike 
when we do it. It 
will be a production 
motorcycle. We 
might even be the first outlet for (such a VR-based street bike). A 
detuned version. 


Would such an engine be accommodated in your existing 
frame? 

No, not at all. It would be in a new frame. When there is a Buell 
with that style of engine, we will do a chassis ourselves. It’s a bit 
early to go into detail now, though. 


Are marketing strategies changing for the second year? 

In “year one,” a lot of emphasis was put on listening, rather than 
going out and selling hard. The sales have been even better than 
we expected anyhow. And the people have been very happy 
with the motorcycle. 

Now, you can expect more in marketing campaigns; ads: and 
such from the Buell Distribution Co. - wholly owned by Harley 
and in charge of selling Buells. They've done a beautiful job with 
the brochures.and dealers. Next are seminars with dealers and 
riders; different from HOG events but fun. And once dealers 
have gotten over the hump of “this is such a’strange-looking bike 
and this is a new style of customer”- once they realize Buell types 
love motorcycles as much as the guys with the tattoos, all of a 
sudden they say, “Oh yeah, we know how to give this guy ser- 
vice, how to improve the life of the motorcycle and his owner- 
ship of it.” 








I understand that the Europeans are “chomping at the bit” to 
get Buells over there. 

That's true. They'll start getting them in the ‘96 model year. 

The first Buells were very limited production, and sold for 
about $16,000 in the ‘80s. Now they cost about $4000 less! 

We'll make, probably, in calendar year 1996, 2500-3000 motorcy- 





cles... The (H-D) factory tie-in makes all the difference. 





mance Machine for Buell. Amidships 
hangs the easy-adjust WP shock. It works 
on a reverse extension/compression pat- 
tern completely opposite of ordinary 
shocks. Also screaming serious intent are 
the 17-inch Marchesini wheels in cast and 
polished alloy; beautifully machined 
“ancillaries,” like footpeg mounts; op- 
tically flawless windshield. 

The inch-wide chromed handlebars 
(three styles to be available by the time 
you read this) are sort of odd. Snaking up 
from the handsome billet triple tree, they 
curve outward and parallel to the road 
reminiscent of the “Stingray” bicycle bars 
from the 1970s. The gas tank is wide at 
the top and slender towards your legs; a 
nice shape. And it holds five gallons, 
allowing for a range of 250 miles if you 
abuse the double-nickel speed limit only 
slightly. And if your hind-quarters can 
take it. 

The seat looks intimidating, narrowing 
as it does to about four inches by your 
crotch and then rising up the back of the 
tank. In practice the saddle works well 
once you find where to best distribute 
your weight. Riding for durations of two 
to three hours on the Thunderbolt are pos- 
sible without balking. Riding position was 
a good compromise, I found. Touring and 
sportbikers may want to take advantage 
of the foot peg and handlebar variations 
offered =e Buell as a no-cost option. Alter- 
nately, the aftermarket soon will likely 
have these and other items. This is as it 





should be since Eric Buell intended a high 
degree of adaptability for different own- 
ers. 

The classic Harley engine, always a 
good looker, is mostly open to view on 
this Buell; not so on the full-faired RR1000. 
It's obscured only by lengths of frame tub- 
ing. The perimeter-style space frame is 
light but oh so rigid chrome-moly. It's 
nice to see all the key engine and frame 
parts. Visually it’s a feast, as you scan the 
awesome front brake, pause along the 
tight bend of the pale wheat-colored stain- 
less headers, then move to the alloy box- 
section swingarm and rear hub. Giving a 
touch of high-tech class are the carbon- 
fiber carburetor cover and “eagle-beak” 
belt-drive guard. Even the fasteners invite 
scrutiny. In all, the Buell exudes quality. 
Clearly, this is a machine designed by an 
engineer, artist and rider. That makes 
sense. Buell road raced Yamahas in a pre- 
vious life. 

Because of the underslung exhaust 
canister and shock, there’s no centerstand. 
Well, sometimes that’s the price of world- 
class ground clearance. The long side- 
stand is interesting. It swings down from 
behind the primary chaincase rather than 
the customary position in front of it. 
Reaching it takes good quadriceps mus- 





cles or long legs. Once deployed, the Buell 
heels way over to the left. And while the 
stand foot is unusually big, it feels like the 
bike will roll forward if the parking sur- 
face isn’t completely flat. Buell insists the 
design locks the stand into place, but I had 
some problems anyway. 

Many people have been misinformed 
about the new Buell. It seems “the word” 
is that this motorcycle costs about $14,500, 
way more than the actual list of $11,900. 
Possibly, they were recalling the RR1000, 
which in the ‘80s sold for around $16,000. 
Also for prospective buyers, there is more 
good news. Unlike normal Harley cruisers 
which take one to three years to come 
available. The S2 is available right now. 
This last reason is especially significant, as 
comments from a number of interested 
parties at the International Motorcycle 
Show in Baltimore indicate the prevalence 
of the “long wait” myth. 

But even if all the Buell’s outstanding 
traits add up to make it a unique piece, it 
isn’t perfect. A list of irritants: 

*The gear ratios, wide for a sportbike, 
create an unnerving “engine braking” sit- 
uation when downshifting on the tightest 
roads. Things can get a mite tingly until 
you learn the box. Even then you must be 
careful. 

*Although the mirrors clear eventually, 
they vibrate maniacally under 3000 rpm; 
then again at 65-70 (unfortunately, right 
around average cruising speed). Still, the 
view to the rear is pretty good. 

*Centerstands may be unusual on 
sportbikes; but that’s no consolation when 
having to remove the rear wheel. Best 
bring a “spare in a can.” 

* The Harris-type filler is trick, but the 
lockable cap itself tends to fight the key. 
Then, once it’s turned and out, where can 
you put the thing while filling up? Stan- 
dard hinged caps are much better. 

*With as sophisticated a fork as the WP 
unit is, why no adjustable preload? 

“The trellis frame is cool. But white? A 
traditionalist in these matters, I say, paint 
“em black! 

*The ignition switch operates with a 
round, “lock-box” type key. It can be hard 
to work. 

*My demo, with about 19,000 miles, 
had a leaky fork seal, and oil spots got 
onto the inboard header heat shield. Prob- 
ably came from a breather hose. 

True, some of these are small potatoes. 
All the more reason dealers should spend 
the time to correct them. Yet you can’t be 
too hard on the new Thunderbolt. When 
compared to its predecessor, the new 
Buell is, in all ways, superior. Much less 
expensive, far more comfortable and 
tourable, more reliable, faster and handles 
better than any Harley this side of a 
VR1000. 

But what, finally, is the message of 
the Buell S2 Thunderbolt? Perhaps it is 
that power and handling can be attained 
in many ways. The Buell comes by the 
former with cubic inches and torque; the 
latter, by intelligent, weight-conscious 
engineering principles. This adds up to 
a vigorous - and above all - fun bike. 
Any kind of riding you throw at it - 
touring, pure sports, commuting, gro- 
cery-getting - the Buell will handle it all 
without sputter or complaint. That 
makes it a winner. 

Ten years after the first Buell made 
waves, the hopes of its creator are being 
realized in the $2 Thunderbolt. Eric 
Buell’s hard, lonely climb looks ready to 
pay off. cw

alk about raining on someone’s 
er when Honda thought it 
ad the 600cc sportbike class firmly 
clenched in the palm of its hand for 
the umpteenth time with its all-new 
CBR600 F-3, Kawasaki comes along and 
casts its shadow over Honda’s seeming- 
ly premature celebration party by 
unveiling an all-new and tightly sprung 
midsize sportbike of its own - the long 
overdue and much talked about ZX-6R. 

The ZX-6R is now the third motorcy- 
cle in Kawasaki's line of very flickable, 
600cc sportbikes. Kawasaki is still offer- 
ing the “budget” Ninja 600 at $5599, as 
well as its previous answer to the CBR, 
the Ninja ZX-6 at $7099 - but now 
they’ve added what could end up being 
the new king of the 600cc sportbike 
class, the ZX-6R. But wait, there’s a 
catch. The ZX-6R is a little on the pricey 
side, retailing for-$7899 (ouch!), which is 
$600 more than the asking price of the 
Honda CBR600 F-3, a model long 
regarded as the class standard. If price is 
any indication as to its performance, 
then the ZX-6R should (or, had better) 
be one hell of a bike. 

High price means high expectations, 
and that is exactly what we had after 
Kawasaki phoned us to say we could 
get our sweaty little hands on one of 
only four ZX-6Rs in the country (at the 
time) and hang on to it for about two 
weeks. These are the kind. of calls we 
like. Unfortunately, a few days later, 
Kawasaki called us back and said there 
had been a change in plans and that 
they needed the bike returned even 
sooner. These are the kind of phone calls 
we don’t like. However, a little riding 
time is better than none at all, and’ we 
did get a chance to wring out the ZX a 
few times before reluctantly handing the 
keys back to the Big K. 


It’s only natural to compare the 
super-serious ZX-6R to the more ami- 
able and easygoing ZX-6, first intro- 
duced in 1989 and further updated in 
‘91, but about the only thing these two 
bikes have in common are their name- 
sakes and model designations. That’s 
about it. You see, every part on the ZX- 
6R has been either changed, redesigned, 
or at the very least, refined. Though this 
was to be expected. After all, with rivals 
like the CBR and the new Yamaha 
YZF600 to contend with, Kawasaki had 
no choice but to go all-out with the ZX- 
6R in order to perhaps surpass or, if 
anything, to just keep pace with the 
“Joneses. “ 

The ZX-6 was never criticized for the 
lack of horsepower, but that didn’t stop

Kawasaki from going all-out and 
squeezing even more power from the 
liquid-cooled, in-line, four-cylinder, 
dohc, 16-valve motor. Simply put, this 
bike rips. And there are many reasons 
for this. 

For one, the intake ports, which are 
fed by a bank of new 36mm Keihin 
downdraft CV carburetors, are shorter 
and provide a straighter shot of fuel into 
the combustion chamber. Tucked inside 
the redesigned head are much bigger 
valves. The intake valves are now a 
whopping 27mm and the exhaust valves 
measure 22.6mm, giving the ZX-6R the 
biggest valves in its class. Plus, the 
included valve angle is now super-nar- 
row at 25 degrees, which, not only 
allows for a more compact front-to-back 








engine configuration, but provides a 
straighter, more efficient port for 
improved volumetric efficiency. 

The bore and stroke has also been 
changed to accommodate the bigger 
valves. The bore is 22mm larger at 
66.0mm, and the stroke is 2.8mm shorter 
at 43.8mm. As a result of the shorter 
stroke, the ZX-6R redlines at 14,000 rpm. 
That’s way up there. 

A constant supply of fresh air is 
demanded by the high-revving engine, 
so the ZX-6R incorporates the same dual 
ram-air design that is featured on the 
ZX-9R. 

Kawasaki went to great lengths to 
keep the ZX-6R light and trim. As men- 
tioned, the narrow included valve angle 
helps keep things compact, the cams are 
hollowed out, the larger pistons are 
lighter, the spacing of the gears are clos- 
er together, and the switch to a right- 
side cam drive also reduces engine size 
significantly. Now that the cam sprock- 
ets are mounted to the side, this allows 
the cylinders to be placed closer togeth- 
er and to provide a straighter and short- 
er combustion path from the airbox to 
the exhaust pipe. 

To handle the extra torque, the all- 
new cable-actuated clutch has two addi- 
tional steel and friction plates, yet are 
smaller in diameter to keep weight at a 
minimum. 

More power equals more heat, so, as 
a result, the radiator cooling capacity 
has been significantly increased. 
Kawasaki claims that the entire 


engine, including the exhaust system, 
cooling system and carburetors, has be 
reduced by 16.5 pounds. 

Kawasaki also spent a lot of time and 
effort keeping the ZX-6R quiet, despite 
the fact that the new four-into-two 
exhaust system, which features an alu- 
minum instead of steel, silencer body, is 
less restrictive than before. According to 
Kawasaki, engineers paid most of their 
attention into muffling engine /mechani- 
cal noises. In theory, by reducing engine 
noise, the exhaust system can be made 
less restrictive, thus improving engine 
performance. Some of the more unique 
ways Kawasaki deadens engine noise 
was by installing foam on the right side 
of the engine, and various engine cov- 
ers, such as the clutch and generator 





covers, were designed with curved and 
different-thickness surfaces, all of which 
Kawasaki claims reduce harmonic reso- 
nance by keeping portions of the case 
from vibrating at the same frequency. 

No expenses were spared when it 
came to the ZX-6R’s chassis, an expen- 
sive yet lighter and stronger aluminum 
perimeter, one-piece frame is used over 
the previous steel “conventional” frame 
of the ZX-6. Kawasaki claims the frame 
is approximately 6.5 pounds lighter than 
the ZX-6’s frame. The frame tubes and 
swingarm tubes incorporate rubber 
inserts to absorb vibration and has a 
detachable aluminum rear subframe. 
The rake and trail is fairly steep at 24 
degrees /87mm, and the wheelbase is 
relatively short at 55.7 inches. 

Suspension duties up front are dele- 
gated to a 41mm conventional cartridge 
fork with 12-way rebound and 11-way 
compression damping adjustments, 
including threaded spring preload 
adjusters. In the back, a single, remote 
reservoir shock is used, and it features 
19-way compression and four-way 
rebound damping adjustments, as well 
as threaded preload adjustments. The 
fork offers 4.7 inches of travel, the rear 
5.4 inches. The wheels revolve around 
20mm hollow axles. 

Kawasaki updated the ZX-6R’s 
brakes by installing 0.5mm thicker discs 
to better dissipate heat. To reduce 
unsprung weight, the rear disc has a 
smaller 230mm diameter. The 300mm 
dual discs up front are gripped by 
opposed, four-piston calipers, while the 
rear disc uses a single-piston caliper. 

Unchanged is the width of the front 
three-spoke cast aluminum wheel, but 
the rear wheel has been expanded to 
five inches, same as the YZF600 and 
CBR600 F-3. The ZX-6R uses a light- 
weight #525 X-Ring chain which 
Kawasaki claims runs cooler and lasts 
longer than an O-ring chain. 

At last, riding the beast. 

As mentioned earlier, the ZX-6R is 
fast. Very fast. Kawasaki obviously 
knows how to build powerful motors, as 
evident by the ZX-6R’s mill. It starts 
pulling as low as 4000 rpm but really 
starts taking off around 7500 and even 
more so around 10,500. It’s right around 
here where the fun starts, as the little ZX 
enters warp drive. The needle dips into 
the red zone at 14,000. This thing really 
screams. But there is a hitch in Kawasa- 
ki’s getalong. At around 4000-4500 rpm, 
there’s a noticeable lean spot, or hesita- 
tion, that really gets on your nerves after 
awhile, but is only noticeable when 
you're pulling away from intersections 
or rolling the throttle on out of tight, 
slow turns. However, there is an easy 
cure, just slip the clutch. After the surge 
the ZX pulls cleanly. According to 
Kawasaki, the lean spot is a result of 
strict EPA regulations that Kawasaki 
and all motorcycle manufacturers have 
to abide by. “We have to lean ‘em out as 
much as possible to make them legal,” 
said a Kawasaki spokesman. “Some- 
times you wind up with these lean 
spots.” 

Lean or not, the ZX-6R loves to be 
revved out and flogged. It will respond 
by delivering mind-boggling (for a 600) 
horsepower, and don’t think for a 
moment that the ZX-6R is a handful to 
ride, either. Despite its tightly wound 
motor, the ZX-6R is relatively simple to 
manage and can be ridden back and 
forth to work comfortably. But passing 
requires a little bit of effort on the free- 
ways; for instant power while cruising 
along in top gear at about 60 mph, you 
need to make a couple of quick down- 
shifts before opening up the throttle. C- 
ya. This bike lives in the upper range of 
the powerband. 


And what about vibration? There is 
none, or at least very little. The ZX-6R is 
unbelievably smooth as you click 
through its super-positive, six-speed 
gearbox. It buzzes about as much as a 
Honda Gold Wing. Honest. 

While the ZX-6R is fairly quiet for a 
600cc sportbike, it still makes a decent 
roar when you twist the right grip, but 
nothing like the loud sucking sound that 
emulates from the Yamaha YZF600’s 
airbox. 

The ZX is a quick handling motorcy- 
cle. It is extremely sensitive to the rider’s 
input and, as a result, it requires almost 
no effort at all to flick the ZX through 
the turns. Once leaned over, the ZX 
holds its line quite well as long as the 
rider remains fairly still, because even 
the slightest 
amount of body 
movement causes 
the ZX to react. 
This works out 
well when need- 
ing to make small 
corrections. A part 
of the ZX’s ultra- 
sensitivity has to 
do with the bike's 
weight, as it feels 
extremely light. 
You can easily 
manhandle the ZX 
through’ the esses 
without working 
up a sweat. It real- 
ly is quite remark- 
able how well it 
corners. Unlike 
some ZXs of the 
past, there is no 
evidence of drive 
lash when rolling 
the throttle back or 


forth. 
And the brakes, 
they're simply 


awesome. Any 

more than one finger on the front brake 
lever is overkill - it’s extremely strong 
yet progressive. It still demands respect, 
however; grabbing a handful and 
squeezing with reckless abandon could 
get you into trouble. After all the ZX-6R 
is a performance bike. 

The rear brake works in harmony 
with the front brakes and has excellent 
feel. 

The ZX-6R is surprisingly comfort- 
able, even for a little sportbike. We 
spent significant time on the open high- 
ways on the ZX-6R and it wasn’t too 
bad. In fact, we've ridden sport touring 
bikes that were more uncomfortable 
than the ZX. 

We managed to squeeze almost 190 
miles out of the ZX’s fuel tank before 
turning into the gas station. It has a fuel 
warning light as well as an on-off- 
reserve petcock. 

Unfortunately, just about the time we 
were getting warmed up to the ZX-6R, 
we were forced to give it back, but, we 
can certainly say that our first impres- 
sion of the ZX-6R left us begging for 
more - more time on the bike, that is. 

Our only complaint was the small 
glitch at 4000 rpm, but was really no big 
deal. Otherwise, we simply loved the 
ZX-6R. Okay, we agree that it might be a 
little on the expensive side, but at least - 
from what we can tell - you certainly get 
what you pay for. eN

Photos by Tom Riles 
uzuki, it seems, has never met a diet 
it didn’t like. Last year the company 
brought the motorcycling press to 
aguna Seca Raceway to boast about a 
GSXR750 that had spent the off-season 
at a fat farm. This year they brought us 
back to Laguna Seca to tell us - you 
guessed it - that the Suzuki GSXR1100 
had just been released from the same 
calorie-intake-reduction center. 

So just how much weight did the big 
fella lose? How about a whopping 22 
pounds. Okay, so it’s a tad less rotund - 
what else is new? Power. Specifically, a 10 
percent power increase right where you 
need it - in the midrange, between 5000 
and 10,000 rpm. Other than that, the 
GSXR1100 is basically the same motorcy- 
cle as last year - with peak power remain- 
ing the same - but let’s not forget that it is 
arguably the most successful big-bore 
motorcycle in road racing history. 

First let’s tackle the reasons behind 
those power improvements. New valve- 
timing specifications and a retuned 
exhaust system are the reasons given for 
the increase in power. Less valve over- 
lap seems to be the key to the new tim- 
ing specs with the intake valves now 
opening at 28 degrees rather than 29 and 
closing at 61 degrees rather than 66. The 
exhaust valves open at 56 degrees rather 
than 62 while closing at 32 degrees 
instead of 36; exhaust-valve lift has 
changed from 8.6mm on last year’s 
GSXR to 8.2mm for ‘95 while the lift on 
the intake valves is unchanged. Valve 
size is the same and neither the angle or 
step diameter have been altered for ‘95. 

The exhaust system was changed in 
order to reduce weight while also 
enhancing the new valve-timing specifi- 
cations. The right side collector section 
has been lengthened and the system 
now uses bolt-on aluminum mufflers 
similar to the ones used on the RF900R. 
The system weighs in four pounds 
lighter than last year’s GSXR1100 
exhaust, thanks in part to thinner-wall 
head pipes as well as the aluminum 
mufflers. A Suzuki spokesman said that 
the back pressure created by the 1100 
doesn’t allow for the use of a four-into- 
one system, so the four-into-two system 
remains from years past. 

Following the pattern set by the 
GSXR750 in last year’s weight loss, sev-

eral engine components on the 
GSXR1100 have been modified or have 
undergone material change in an effort 
to reduce weight. The breather cover, 
valve cover and signal-generator cover 
have been changed from aluminum to 
magnesium; a mounting boss has been 
removed from the engine sprocket 
cover; the cooling system pipes have 
been changed from steel to aluminum;

the shape of the camshaft-holder caps 
have been changed to GSXR750 specs; 
additional machining has been per- 
formed on the signal-generator rotor; 
and the lower engine-mounting spacers 
have gone from steel to aluminum. 

Chassis weight has also been 
reduced, mainly by changing the steer- 
ing-head support tubes to a thinner-wall 
box-section design. Suzuki claims that 
the torsional strength of the frame has 
been increased some 26 percent due to 
thicker-walled downtubes and new 
cylinder-head brackets. The footpegs 
have been lowered by 10mm, giving the 
GSXR1100 a much more comfortable 
riding position. 

The GSXR1100 also gets a new 
swingarm for 1995, constructed along 
the same lines as the GSXR750’s. The 
swingarm is now a “bridged” design

like its sibling 750, but the 1100’s unit is 
55mm longer. The right-side arm has 
been changed from pressed aluminum 
to extruded tubing, increasing torsional 
strength by 5 percent while not gaining 
an ounce of extra weight. The swingarm 
pivot has been increased from 20 to 
25mm, in order to limit flex. Push-type 
chain adjusters with sliding blocks are 
also fitted to the GSXR1100, again in an 
effort to save weight. 

While the outside diameter of the 
forks has jumped to 43mm (up from 
41mm), the primary changes were made 
to reduce weight. Thus the thickness. of 
the triple clamps and outer fork tubes 
have been reduced by 0.55mm. Front 
axle rigidity has been increased with the 
addition of a second axle clamp on the 
left-side fork. 

Although the 750 features a Showa 








fork, the 1100 gets a Kayaba unit. The 
overall weight loss has allowed engineers 
to use a softer single-rate spring with a 
higher oil level (13mm) and the rebound 
damping rate has been increased. Com- 
pression damping, however, stays the 
same. The steering damper rate has also 
been decreased just a tad. 

The only change to the rear suspen- 
sion is to the rebound damping 
(decreased) and the compression damp- 
ing (increased); the spring rate remains 
the same. 

The GSXR1100 will be fitted with 
Dunlop Sport Max Radial II tires, 
mounted to the same straight-spoked 
wheels featured on the GSXR750. 

Other changes to the bike include Tin 
plating on the pistons; improved piston 


~ cooling via an increase in the size of the 


piston-cooling oil-jet nozzles; Idium 
plating has been added to the crankshaft 
journal bearings to assist with break-in; 
minor jetting changes to the carburetor; 
reprogrammed ignition timing because 
of the new cams and exhaust; the use of 
the RF900R clutch cover; the two inner- 
most clutch plates now feature a tighter 
tolerance with the clutch basket to 
reduce noise; the final drive ratio has 
changed to reduce gear noise and the 
chain is longer and wraps itself around 
a larger sprocket; the thermostat hous- 
ing has been moved outboard of the 
frame to allow for easier access to the 
valve cover and other components 
which sit under the gas tank; and the 
front brake rotors have been drilled to 
reduce weight. Even with the weight 
loss, the big Suzuki still tips the scale at 
a dry weight of 493 pounds. 

So what's it like on the race track? 

The first thing we noticed was an 
upgrade in the comfort level of the 
GSXR1100. The only thing we can 
attribute this to is the lowering of the 
footpegs, a design change which seems 
to remove the crampy feeling from the 
bike. The lowering of the footpegs is a 
change that should prove to be a big hit 
with those who purchase the Suzuki for 
roadgoing purposes and not solely for 
race track use. Although the GSXR1100 
has never been what we'd call a com- 
fortable motorcycle, it’s much better 
than before and commuting on the big 
Suzuki shouldn’t pose a problem. 

Suzuki's GSXR1100 has always fea- 
tured good power, and the changes in 
the valve timing, carburetion and 
exhaust system have produced a power- 
plant with a much improved midrange. 
The ‘95 GSXR pulls hard from bottom to 
top, with an exceptional amount of 
midrange power and feel. 

Although we didn’t experience a dra- 
matic improvement in the handling of 
the 1100, it’s likely that the changes will 
show up when ridden fast by more tal- 
ented racers. We did notice an unset- 
tling front-end patter that was eliminat- 
ed by increasing the preload in the front 
fork by two clicks. 

Persistent rumors say this may be the 
final year’ of production for the 
GSXR1100, a rumor Suzuki spokesmen 
deny. The cost of the 1995 Suzuki 
GSXR1100 is $9549. 

It seems somewhat ironic that after 
nearly a decade in production the GSXR 
series is actually heavier than when it 
was first introduced, the hallmark of the 
first models being light weight. But I 
guess we all spread a bit as the years go 
by. €N

This year’s 6420-mile event featured 
a different starting point, with riders 
leaving from Granada, Spain, rather 
than the customary Champs Elysees in 
Paris, France. To retain some of the tra- 
dition, however, several ceremonial 
“pre-starts” were held, including Paris, 
Brussels, Milan and Barcelona. A total of 
95 bikes left the rainy “real” start on 
New Year's Day, with Heinz Kinigadner 
taking advantage of the technical going 
on his relatively light KTM 600cc single. 
The tall Austrian finished the 160-mile 
special test 48 seconds faster than Peter- 
hansel’s big factory 850cc XTZ twin, and 
increased his advantage to nearly a half 
hour before crashing hard on Day 
sandy 360-mile Moroccan special test 
from Es Smara to Awserd. As luck 
would have it, the crash took place on 
the first day of a two-day “marathon 
stage,” which means that bikes must be 
impounded overnight. Kinigadner had 
survived the crash with a 12-minute 
lead still intact, but as the rest of the rid- 
ers started the next day’s incredible 390- 
mile special t ni” was left behind, 
making his own repairs. After changing 
both wheels and a brake disk, Kinigad- 
ner got underway, only to run out of 
fuel and have his satellite positioning 
system fail. A broken chain guide added 
insult to injury, and Kinigadner had 
slipped to fifth overall by the time he 
struggled into the finish at day’s end. 
The Austrian trudged onward and even 
managed to win another stage, but final- 
ly dropped out one day before the fin- 

h, when he cracked the frame on his 
KTM and lost his oil supply. 

With Kinigadner’s misfortune, the 
new leader was Jordi Arcarons, a factory 
rider on the Lucky Strike Cagiva squad. 
The Spaniard held his lead through the 
January 8 sandstorm-plagued rest day 
and the following two-day marathon 
stage, pulling as much as 11 minutes on 
his rivals. 


Peterhansel began to make his charge 
in the second week, winning his first 
stage on January 11. The victory was a 
heroic one, as the Frenchman had 
crashed early in the day, breaking his 
clutch lever, cracking his rim and snap- 
ping off his visor. But Peterhansel found 
a small shortcut several hours later, and 
arrived at the finish with the day’s 
fastest time. Unfortunately, he was later 
penalized 10 minutes for borrowing a 
hammer from an official, dropping him 
to fifth on the day. 

Appropriately enough, the rally’s 
most dramatic stage was on Friday the 
13th. Only two more days remained in 
the rally when Thierry Magnaldi -

PE it JAN. 15 
d I made the rent 


today,” said Nebraska's 

Brian Deegan, after winning 

the 250cc Pro class and fin- 
ishing second in the 125cc division at 
the opening round of the GFI Winter 
Series, held at Perris Raceway. 

Perhaps more significant than rent 
money was the fact that Deegan, a virtu- 
ally unknown teenager, topped two of 
the world’s fastest riders. Swedish 250cc 
National Champion Joakim Karlsson 
and Englishman Ron Herring could do 
little to match Deegan’s pace. For those 
not in the know, Herring was one of the 
three Brits who dethroned the American 
team of Jeff Emig, Mike Kiedrowski and 
Mike LaRocco at this year’s Motocross 
des Nations and brought the U.S. win 
streak to a halt after 13 years of domi- 
nance. 

But why were these “Euros” here, in 
the first place? “FMF is proud to have 
both ‘Yaki’ and Herring here today,” 
said FMF tuner Terry Varner. “They will 
be doing testing on FMF-prepared 
Honda 250s for the next few weeks in 
preparation for the ‘95 250cc GP Series.” 

The Euro pair seemed quite confi- 
dent after the morning practice sessions. 
“We are all very pumped about this 
year’s Motocross des Nations win,” said 
Herring. “Everyone wants to beat the 
Americans.” 

When the gate dropped, Herring’s 
confidence was evident as he pulled th 
holeshot and instantly pulled out a lead 
on new pro Dustin Nelson. Moving into 
the runner-up position by the end of the 
third lap was Deegan, who was aboard 
a Kenny Watson-tuned Honda CR250. 

Nelson had problems and dropped 
back to fifth behind Steve Drew and 
Karlsson. The race progressed into a 
two-rider battle for the lead as Deegan 
began to reel in Herring. 

“I kicked it up a notch,” said Deegan. 
“I caught him and I thought I was going 
to run into him because he was going so 
slow in the turns. He seemed to be hav- 
ing trouble.” 


Herring was able to maintain his . 


pace, and didn’t appear to be too wor- 
ried about Deegan. “He wasn’t riding 
on my tailpipe or anything,” said Her- 
ring. “Otherwise, I would have gone 
faster.” 

Deegan kept within striking distance 
of Herring for the remainder of the 
moto, and was right behind the English- 
man when the checkered flag came out. 
Karlsson crossed the finish line a distant 
third, while Nelson rebounded for 
fourth ahead of Rusty Holland, Pedro 
Gonzalez and Mike Chamberlain. 

The second moto saw Karlsson 
holeshot, making it two for two in the 
holeshot department for FMF. Deegan 
quickly moved into second, with first- 
moto winner Herring right behind. Dee- 
gan wasted little time with Karlsson and 
passed him before the start of the sec- 
ond lap. 

“That other European guy was lead- 
ing, but he wasn’t going that fast so I 
passed him right away,” said Deegan. 

Deegan proceeded to open up a lead 
on Karlsson, while third-placed Herring 
in turn tried to find a way past and into 
second. That battle lasted for three laps, 
and Herring finally moved into second. 

Herring then set after Deegan and 
began to chip away at his lead. “I saw 
Herring coming, but I just kept concen- 
trating on riding smooth and fast,” said 
Deegan. 

Herring closed to within a few sec- 
onds of Deegan, but washed out in one 
of Perris Raceway’s sweeping turns. “I 


just fell in a turn,” said Herring. “Then I 
had to pass Yaki all over again.” 

Herring did manage to repass Karls- 
son, but the damage was done and his 
hopes of catching the speedy American 
were dashed. 

“It’s one thing to catch a rider, but it 
is another to pass him,” said Herring. 
“This track is smaller than what I’m 
used to, and the races here are quite 
short.” 

Karlsson was again third, while Chris 
Wheeler, Chamberlain and Travis Pre- 
ston rounded out the top six. 

Deegan returned in the 125cc Pro 
class and backed up his 250 win with a 
strong second. Deegan trounced the 
competition in the second moto with a 
resounding win, but a fourth in the first 
heat held him to second overall behind 
Greg Schnell. 

Eric Schnell used smarts to win the 
125cc Intermediate class. Schnell 
smoked away in his heat race, topping 
Gabe Bolivar, who was handed second 
when Doug Parsons and Tim Beatty 
decided to play a game of chicken on 
the final lap. 

Shawn Ellis 

topped Terrance 
Milan and Josh 
Kutcha in the second 
heat. Each of the 
heats offered 10 
transfer positions to 
the final. In the final, 
Milan led 98 percent 
of the moto, but with 
less than three turns 
left, he fell and hand- 
ed the win to Schnell, 
who had kept a cool 
head throughout the 
race. Milan stomped 
the ground and 
shook his head in a 
flurry of anger after 
finishing a disap- 
pointing third be- 
hind Schnell and Eric 
Vallejo. 

Vallejo spanked 
the 250cc Intermedi- 
ate class over Japan- 
ese rider Yusako 
Kabota, who was rid- 
ing a Yamaha YZ250 
under the supervi- 
sion of Jim Holley. 

Holley did some 
racing of his own, 
and topped the Vet 
Expert class with ease, besting Martin 
Klossner and Kenny Zahrt. €N

fter looking at the final point 
standings from the 1994 World 
Superbike Championship, you'd 
expect Honda would be pleased 
with the debut year of its fuel- 
injected RC45. New Zealander 
Aaron Slight was in with a chance of win- 
ning the title right up to the final round in 
Australia, and he ended the season third 
overall after an ultra-consistent season 
which saw him score points in every race 
with the exception of a crash in Germany, 
and the famous disqualification in the 
first round in Britain (when Honda’s fuel 
suppliers, Elf, admitted to having misun- 
derstood the new FIM fuel regulations for 
the Superbike class introduced this sea- 
son). 
That aside, Slight still wouldn’t have 


‘won the championship, but he would 


have been second overall and a lot closer 
to eventual World Champion Carl Fogar- 
ty - and all without winning a single race 
all season. But eight second places in 22 
races = a lot for the Kiwi's consistency, 
and with teammate Doug Polen fourth in 
the championship, and Simon Crafar fifth 
and top privateer on the Rumi RC45, 
Honda would have reason to be satisfied 
with the debut season of their all-new 
Superbike - especially as Slight and Polen 
won the single most important race on 
Honda’s four-stroke calendar, the Suzuka 
8-Hour. 

But this was the only time all season 
that the Honda won a race against top- 
class opposition: Though teen genius 
Anthony Gobert won the Australian 
Superbike title on his RC45, the new 
Honda only filled the grids elsewhere, 
leading many to assume that Slight’s and 
Gobert’s successes owed more to rider 
ability than machine excellence. Even 
Honda would almost certainly admit that 
the RC45 failed to live up to expectations 
in its debut season - expectations that 
might not normally have been so high, 
had a) this been any other company than 
the Big H and b) Honda had not held 
back its launch by one year in a presumed 


effort to make sure it was a race-winner 
right from the start. : 

The chance to test Aaron Slight’s bik 
at the Suzuka Circuit a few weeks after 
the last round of the ‘94 World Superbike 
series in Australia was even more inter- 
esting than usual, since halfway through 
the season Id already ridden Simon Cra- 
far's privateer RC45 at Zeltweg. The 
Rumi bike was fitted with Ohlins suspen- 
sion and the subject of some detailed 
engine development by the Rumi team, 
which had raised the power output from 
138 bhp at the gearbox (when delivered 
and fitted with HRC kit parts), to 147 bhp 
on the Rumi dyno - a power increase that 
was very grudgingly delivered. 

If not quite as powerful as necessary 
or expected, this wasn’t the main problem 
when I rode the bike: Competitive power 
was only delivered at the very top end, 
making it necessary to ride the RC45 like 
a GP two-stroke,, flirting with the very 
aggressive 14,100 rpm rev-limiter and 
using the six-speed gearbox hard to stay 
out of a massive flat spot between 11,000- 
11,600 rpm. Not an easy bike to ride, even 
by modern Superbike standards, and one 
that lacked acceleration when stacked 
against a works Ducati 955 on the track at 
the same time. But the Ohlins suspension 
- with a new rear link developed by

Ohlins technician Anders Andersson - 
worked well from the very start, giving 
Rumi riders Crafar and Brian Morrison a 
good-handling package that partially off- 
set the problems with the power delivery. 

Riding Slight’s Castrol RC45 at sea- 
son’s end underlined the difference 
between a works racer and a customer 
bike, however well-prepared - a differ- 
ence that with the coming of fuel injection 
and the electronic era can only intensify, 
because the factory holds the key to 
development in the form of the computer 
access codes to the EFI software - which 
you need to change’to take full advantage 
of any mechanical improvements or 
engine tuning. One lap on the works 
RC45 is enough to tell you that HRC has

done a lot of work on improving the 
power delivery: The dreaded midrange 
flat spot has been removed (mainly by 
altering the electronics, according to HRC 
engineers, but also with the help of a dif- 
ferent exhaust design and camshafts/ 
valve timing), so that the bike now pulls 
cleanly from 8000 rpm out of a slow turn 
like the Suzuka hairpin or chicane, and 
runs on through without a hiccup up to 
14,000-plus rpm. 

The rev-limiter has been moved high- 
er up the rev-scale to 14,500 rpm and is 
also less emphatic, so that it only flutters 
the engine, rather than killing it stone 
dead and losing you 1000 revs before it 
cuts in again. The purpose of this is to let 
you rev it to 14,200-14,300 on each gear 
change to max out the power delivery - it 
flattens out above 14,000, and doesn’t 
keep pulling like Scott Russell’s Kawasaki 
does all the way to your 14,700 rpm 
appointment with its rev-limiter. But at 
least now the Honda has a more torquey 
midrange - presumably thanks to those 
special camshafts - and is easier and more 
forgiving to ride in terms of the power 
delivery, even if it still lacks midrange 
punch, and acceleration. 

How so sure? Because just by chance 
the works Kawasaki Japanese champi- 
onship team was testing at Suzuka the 


same day that I was, and I twice got 
zapped by their bikes in a straight line, 
once out of the Spoon Curve and the 
other time past the pits - both times exit- 
ing slow turns and accelerating up 
through the gears. Since even a pretend 
Superbike racer like me can twist the 
wrist wide open in a straight line, the fact 
that both times the Kawasaki would get a 
jump on the Honda about 220 yards 
onward from the exit illustrated what 
Aaron Slight has had to put up with all 
year long. 

It takes a brave man to sling it through 
turns as hard as you need to do to pull 
back at least some of that disadvantage, 
and though the gritty Kiwi's determined. 
riding has been a highlight of the 1994 
Superbike season, there’s a limit to 
human ability to compensate for mechan- 
ical deficiency, especially if you keep 
thrashing the tires in doing so. The 
Honda actually carburets better than the 
Kawasaki low down, so that the initial 
jump out of the turn isn’t where you lose 
out - it’s once you're into third or fourth 
gear and about to hit fifth that the superi- 
or power of the green bike tells. Top 
speed is the same, as proved by Slight’s 
181-mph trap speed at Hockenheim, the 
same as the works Ducati and Kawasaki - 
it’s just getting there.that’s the problem. 

The Castrol Honda team saw 143 bhp 
at 14,000 rpm at the rear wheel on a 
Dynojet brake, which means they're 5-7 
bhp short of the opposition on top end, 
too. It shows that Honda has the aerody- 
namics right, at least. But the secret to 
truly competitive horsepower is surely 
locked up in the PGM-FL fuel-injection 
mapping, and just as Bimota and Ducati 
found back in 1987/88 when they intro- 
duced EFI to the world of motorcycling, it 
takes time to perfect that. But the RC45’s 
fuel injection already delivers a range of 
benefits over carbs, notably the immedi- 
ate throttle response which can be a bit 
disconcerting if you’re not already used 
to it thanks to racing a Ducati, and the 
improved fuel consumption through 
more precise metering. This was the key 
factor in Honda’s crucial victory in the 
Suzuka 8-Hour when the RC45 came 
good. The Kawasaki was faster in sprint 


` form for qualifying - as proved to me on 


the same track during my test - but had to 
be leaned off to reduce fuel consumption 
so it would go the distance between stops 
(as well as revved lower for improved 
reliability). The fuel-injected Honda was 
less thirsty, so the two bikes ended up 
equal on performance and Aaron Slight 
got the better of Russell in their head-to- 
head battle for victory. 

That Suzuka race was the only time 
Slight rode the RC45 all season with the 
25mm longer swingarm which Honda 
introduced soon after the start of the sea- 
son, and which HRC had fitted to the 
bike for my test. Otherwise he used the 
standard-length single-sided swingarm, 
with extra bracing added by HRC, to try 
to make the bike handle quicker in cor- 
ners. But I found Slight’s machine still 
had the same power-understeer out of 
turns that the prototype RC45 Superbike I 
rode at Suzuka a year ago had - but 
which was absent on the Rumi bike, with 
its Ohlins suspension and altered rear 
link, but otherwise near-stock geometry. 

Accelerating out of the Spoon Curve 
or at the top of the hill behind the Suzuka ` 


pits, the Castrol bike needed a lot of mus- 
de to make it stay on line - it kept wanti- 
ng to head for the outside of the track 
under hard acceleration. Considering that 
the geometry on this works bike could 
hardly be less stock, this was a bit of a 
surprise - HRC have gone full circle, 
without resolving the problem. And 
though the bike was stable around fast 
turns, even if you had to keep giving it a 
good tug on the bars to make it steer 
where you wanted, it didn’t like hitting a 
bump under power, like on the fast, fifth- 
gear right-hander before the Spoon 
Curve. There’s a dip in the surface there, 
which the Michael Doohan NSR500 I'd 
been riding earlier had just shrugged off 
at even higher speeds than on the Super- 
bike. Here, every lap, the RC45 pulléd a 
vicious tank-slapper on me, flapping the 
bars in my hands as I fought to convince 
myself it was okay to keep the throttle 
wide open. 

Sorry - I have to admit I didn’t suc- 
ceed: I’m sure Slight-san is a braver man 
than I am, but considering the Showa 
forks on the works RC45 are the same as 
on the NSR500, just set up a little stiffer 
for the extra weight of the Superbike, I 
don’t think this is how'it ought to behave. 

Honda apparently didn’t think so 
either, because the Castrol team received 
a succession of frames throughout the 
season, each one altered within the limita- 
tions imposed by the Superbike rules. 
This mainly entailed successively greater 
bracing of the structure, with welded-on 
strengthening plates all around the inside 
of the frame spars, as well as around the 
steering head and swingarm pivot, and - 
of course - the swingarm itself. This 
didn’t help the Honda’s weight handicap, 
though Oe was initially a rather porky 
bike was slimmed down by season’s end 
to 360 pounds half-dry (i.e. with 
oil/ water, no fuel), still 8.8 pounds over 
the new four-cylinder weight limit, but it 
also didn’t seem to help the handling 
much either. 

The team wanted to alter the 
swingarm pivot in an effort to cure the 
understeer, but the rather surprising fixed 
position on the stock RC45 - the ZXR has 
an adjustable pivot, for example - wasn’t 
altered all season, though HRC did pro- 
duce three different links for the rear 
shock. They also experimented a lot with 
front-end geometry: Superbike rules 
don’t allow you to cut ‘n’ shut the frame 
to alter the head angle or change the posi- 
tion of the steering head, but you can of 
course raise or lower the rear ride height 
to effectively change the fork angle, as 
well as play around with offsets to alter 
the trail. 

Honda did all that - Slight ran his bike 
about 5mm lower at the rear end than 
Polen did, for more neutral handling at 
the expense of more understeer, which is 
perhaps why this was so noticeable with 
the bike at Suzuka, fitted with the longer 
swingarm - but they also pulled the steer- 
ing column back 3mm, by means of bor- 
ing out the head stem and fitting eccentric 
cups. This inevitably increased the front- 
end bias of a bike that already had a lot of 
weight on the front wheel - the Rumi's 
stock geometry yielded a 53/47% split - 
in an attempt to make it turn more quick- 
ly, while a 4mm shim inserted under or 
above the head bearing also effectively 
allowed Honda to alter the effective loca- 
tion of the crankshaft center over an 8mm 
range. s 
Slight runs it in the lower setting, 
which would account for the bike feeling 
so stable around fast turns, but would 
also explain why it feels hard to change 
direction in slower ones. Obviously this 
all affects the basic head-angle setting, 
too, though at 22.5 degrees Slight ran it 
about 0.5 degrees less steep than Polen 


did, because of his lower rear ride height 
- Polen had the rear end jacked up to try 
to make the bike turn quicker. But one 
effect of pulling back the steering head 
was that when the Castrol team finally 
did get the alternative fork offsets from 
Showa they'd been asking for all year - 
they had to make do with the stock 
32.5mm ones for two-thirds of the season, 
until they finally got a 30mm one at 
Mugello that would have increased trail 
and perhaps if fitted would have made 
the bike ride the bumps better at Suzuka - 
they couldn’t fit the 27mm offsets they 
really wanted to try, because the front 
wheel wouldn’t have cleared the radiator. 

I think from riding the bike at Suzuka 
and looking at all these changes made to 
the chassis setup, one conclusion seems 
unavoidable - the engine is in the wrong 
place in the chassis. Honda must have 
realized this too, or else they wouldn’t 
have gone to. such lengths to try to create 
the same effect as what they aren't under 
Superbike rules able to do, which is to 
build a new frame with the engine in a 
different place. 

It feels to me as if the motor is too far 
forward, a problem exacerbated by the 
long swingarm fitted to the bike I rode 
even with a pulled-back steering head. 
The ease with which you can have the 
back wheel waving in the air under the 
super braking power of the Brembo car- 
bon discs - which are due to be banned 
next year - confirms this. Though the Cas- 
trol RC45 is great on turn-in, with the 
front Dunlop glued to the ground on the 
brakes and extra stopping power avail- 
able from engine braking via the sprag 
clutch without risking locking up the rear 
wheel, you also have to be prepared to 
try to turn into the apex with the back 
wheel some way off the ground, waving 
in the breeze - definitely an acquired skill! 
Add to this the fact that the team can’t 
use as much trail as they'd like because of 
the clearance problem with the radiator, 
and you have the recipe for the instability 
over bumps - intensified by the steep 
effective head angle - that I experienced. 

Considering the RC30, and especially 
the RVF750 F-1 bike from which the RC45 
was allegedly derived, handled so well, 
it’s a bit of a surprise to find that Honda 
still hasn’t sorted out its new Superbike’s 
track manners. But if there’s a fundamen- 
tal problem like the engine location being 
wrong, perhaps that might explain it. 

The engine’s another matter, and here 
I'm sure it’s only a matter of time before 
HRC’s engineers tap the 16-valve V-four 
for the extra power it needs to deliver in 
midrange. One thing that was noticeable 
is that the engine in the Slight bike I rode 
had noticeably quicker pickup in engine 
speed than the Rumi bike, and felt as if it 
had a lighter crank than standard. 

The way the revs died away so fast 
under braking for slower turns seems to 
confirm this - yet for most of the season 
the Castrol team actually fitted a 24-hour- 
race ignition with a heavier flywheel to 
add a couple of pounds to the crank on 
faster tracks like Zeltweg and Assen (as 
well as for any wet race), with the object 
of keeping the revs up by cutting down 
the loss in rpm on each gear change from 
around 1200 rpm to about 800 rpm. That 
tells you that this was still a top-end 
motorcycle, in spite of the extra midrange 
and improved power delivery. But with 
the sweet-action HRC speed-shifter fitted, 
you don’t seem to lose any significant 
revs with the setup I had at Suzuka. It’s 
also interesting to note that Honda them- 
selves don’t use a high compression ratio 
with the bike, designed as it is to run on 
low-lead fuel, because the crank weight is 
wrong and a high compression kills the 
top-end speed. 

But 1994 is over and done with, and

seem to have apart from a brief midsea- 
son burst. But now Gobert’s gone Green, 
leaving Aaron and Doug to put Honda 
back on top of the Superbike pile where 
they were half a decade ago with the 
RC30. With an intensive winter test sea- 
son that will see the Castrol team practi- 
cally living at Phillip Island, I’m sure 
Honda will start unlocking some more of 


Honda now has eyes set on success with 
the RC45 in 1995. I have to say it’s a big 


pity they couldn’t find some way of 
incorporating Anthony Gobert into their 
works setup, because he showed not only 
in winning the Oz title, but also in beating 
Aaron Slight in the second race in Japan 
that he had the measure of the bike - 
something Doug Polen frankly didn’t 


the RC45’s hidden engine performance. 
But will they be able to make the chassis 
work properly? Better ask Rumi how 
they made their Ohlins-equipped bike 
with only a little less power but a much 
less friendly power delivery handle so 
well. Michelin tires? €N

Cunningham conquers Sugar

Four-time National Enduro Champion Terry

Fisher, Waite wallop 
Vancouver Short Track

VANCOUVER, WA, JAN. 15 

National number-12 plate holder Rex Fisher 
rode a rampant pace to land the lion's share of 
the Professional payoff after winning the 250cc 
and Open Pro classes at the Vancouver Indaor 
Short Track Championship race at the Clark 
County Fairgrounds. 

Fisher won the Open Pro qualifier to sit the 
pole position in the main. Fisher flew to the 
head of the 10-rider final and was never chal- 
lenged. Former AMA Expert Mike Oglesbee and 
Dan Kirk had a great battle for second, which 
went Oglesbee’s way, while Kirk, Chip Stark 
and Josh Currey filled the top five. 

Honda-mounted Mark Patterson looked to 
be Fisher's closest competition in the Open Pro 
main, but Patterson’s fine ride came to an end 
after a lap. Oglesbee moved to second, but by 
this time, Fisher was long gone. Oglesbee and 
Kirk again fought for second, a spot which 
would go Oglesbee’s way. 

Yamaha rider Kenny McCann rode consis- 
tently enough in all seven races to pick up high- 
point honors in the 30+ and Open Amateur 
classes. McCann finalized his efforts with third- 
and fourth-place finishes. 

Pro-Am rider Mark Studebaker won the 
Open A final, while Triumph-mounted Chuck 
Hodson won the 30+ main. a

Peterhansel’s countryman and team- 
mate, as well as the day’s leader - 
arrived at a “Y” in the road. As Mag- 
naldi paused, Peterhansel and 
Arcarons both joined him at the junc- 
tion, and each of the two Yamaha rid- 
ers chose a different route. Unsure as 
to who he should follow, Arcarons 
opted to “keep tabs” on Magnaldi, 
who was closer to him in the overall 


results. As it turned out, Peterhansel- 


had made the right choice, and by the 
time Magnaldi and Arcarons had sort- 
ed things out, Peterhansel had 
assumed the overall lead. Many rally 
pundits feel that Magnaldi may have 
known exactly what he was doing, giv- 
ing up his chances for a win under 
team orders from Yamaha; after all, his 
maneuver effectively allowed Peter- 
hansel to take over. 

Whatever the case, Peterhansel 
ended the day with six minutes on 
Arcarons, while Magnaldi dropped out 
with engine problems before the last 
day. Once in front, Peterhansel was mer- 
ciless, increasing his margin in just two 
days to over 23 minutes. 

With the late departure of Magnal- 
di, last year’s winner, Edi Orioli, 
advanced to third overall on his big 
Camper Cagiva. The Italian was just 
under an hour in arrears of runner-up 
Arcarons. His countryman Fabrizio 
Meoni - a Honda XR600-mounted pri- 
vateer, finished an incredible fourth 
despite the fact that he had been in the 
hospital with a kidney ailment as 
tecently as Christmas Day. Frenchman 
Jean Brucy was the top two-stroke 
rider in fifth overall, mounted on 
Honda’s experimental EXP-2 machine, 
an environmentally friendly motorcy- 
cle with a very low exhaust output. 
Brucy had to take over for teammate 
Richard Sainct, who had been in sev- 
enth overall before a bad fall during 
the first week. 

Another rider worth mentioning is 
Dutchman Gerard Jimmink, a Six Days 
veteran and seven-time national enduro 
champion. Jimmink was racing in Africa 
for the first time, but still won a stage 
and finished eighth overall on his Cagi- 
va. He started slowly and gained confi- 
dence in his navigation - and also used a 
bit of luck. While riding with a rear flat 
on January 8, he came upon the bike of a 
tider who had dropped out with an 
injury. Jimmink simply took the wheel 
of the stranded bike, leaving his own 
rim behind. In his win on the next day’s 
stage, Jimmink started in 10th and 
worked his way up. “Arcarons was in 
front all the time,” he said. “All I had to 
do was follow.” 

Also of note was American Danny 
LaPorte, the 1982 250cc World MX 
Champion. LaPorte raced a factory 
Yamaha for the Russian Tais Sport 
team, and actually won an early stage. 
“Tt was the kind of special stage I pre- 
fer,” he said following his win on the 
second day. “Technical but fast, with 
some motocross sections in it.” Unfortu- 
nately, navigation and fuel problems 
moved him down in the results, and he 
eventually dropped out with a wrist 
injury. 

LaPorte was not alone. At the finish 
of the grueling 15-day rally, the motor- 
cycle ranks had been trimmed to just 
27. eN

ago, I 
happened to read a column in a rival 
publication in which the author took the 
time to introduce his magazine staff.
